of the city’s best pot clubs last 

week, demonstrating pretty clearly 
what I think is going to be the politi- 
cal theme for 2006: We're finally on 
our own. 

The federal government isn’t going 
to help San Francisco house the 
homeless, or stop the homicides, or 
treat poor people who get sick. Wash- 
ington has abandoned American 
cities. 

On the flip side, the feds aren't 
going to respect our local and state 
laws. California voters legalized med- 
ical marijuana, and San Francisco has 
carefully regulated pot clubs. The 
Drug Enforcement Administration 
doesn’t care. (The DEA doesn’t care 
much about protecting the rights of 
the accused, either: As Ann Harrison 
reports on page 12, the agents who 
broke down the door at the HopeNet 
dispensary didn’t bother to secure the 
place after they left, so thieves came in 
and stole the computers, the stereo, 
and some Christmas presents for kids 
who had been orphaned by AIDS.) 

The scene was a demonstration of 
how official and activist San Fran- 
cisco can respond to this sort of 
thing: Sups. Chris Daly and Ross 
Mirkarimi showed up at the club 
the minute they heard a raid was 
going down, and a crowd quickly 
gathered outside to protest. State 
assemblymember Mark Leno imme- 
diately released a strong statement 
condemning the raid. 

The message: If the feds are going 
to try to stop San Francisco from al- 
lowing the sale of medical pot, they're 
going to have an ugly fight on their 
hands. That’s exactly what the city 
needs to say — and this was just the 
start. 

Mayor Gavin Newsom should have 
been there along with Mirkarimi and 
Daly. He should have been on the 
phone to Rep. Nancy Pelosi and sena- 
tors Barbara Boxer and Dianne Fein- 
stein to complain and to demand they 
contact the DEA and raise hell. Police 
Chief Heather Fong and District At- 
torney Kamala Harris should have 
made an appearance and publicly 
warned the DEA that the SFPD and 
DA will not in any way cooperate with” 
this sort of nonsense. 

This year San Francisco will have to 
raise its own taxes to fund its own so- 
cial safety net. It will have to defy the 
federal government to support med- 
ical marijuana. We're going to have to 
start thinking like an old-fashioned 
sovereign city-state, because these 
days, that’s our only option.

Home Depot’s cheap crap 

Asa longtime San Francisco resident, 
homeowner, carpenter, and building 
contractor, I was disappointed to learn 
that the Board of Supervisors approved 
the Home Depot project on Bayshore 
Boulevard. There have been many crit- 
icisms expressed about the massive 
project that promises to alter the San 
Francisco landscape, but I wanted to 
voice my opposition on somewhat dif- 
ferent grounds. 

The result of the Home Depotiza- 
tion of building supplies is a degrada- 
tion of products, a trend that would 
have a widespread effect on a city that 
prides itself on both historic architec- 
ture, preservation, and top-notch ren- 
ovations. Home Depot regularly in- 
troduces new products, in the 
never-ending hunt for profit, that are 
of thinner gauge, contain plastic guts, 
all the while maintaining the appear- 
ance of familiar products. I hear this 
lament almost every day from special- 
ized suppliers and the related trades- 
man, from locksmiths to sheet-metal 
suppliers to plumbers and electricians. 

Recently, I was at a job installing 
simple round galvanized rain down- 
spout material and was short one 
length. So I asked a colleague, already 
heading to Home Depot, to pick up a 
length, figuring this is the ultimate 
standardized product. What came back 
was substandard, thinner gauge, which 
tends to rust faster and dent easier, re- 
sulting in leaks and rot. Of course, I 
only noticed this difference because 
I’m a veteran of the trade. A novice 
— your typical Home Depot customer 
— lacks the experience to compare 
products. 

Much like Wal-Mart, Home Depot 
has grown so mammoth that the com- 
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pany dictates the quality and price of 
the product to the manufacturer. 

To be sure, San Franciscans require 
improved access, to high-quality hard- 
ware and lumber products, but Home 
Depot will only make it more difficult 
to preserve the unique architectural 
character of this city.

Since I took the helm, on Nov. 2 of 
last year, I have mixed on several dif- 
ferent sound systems at Studio Z, 
including Opus Audio, Bag End, and 
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the system that is currently in place, the 
“old one.” We also have had many 
events that brought in their own sound 
systems including Function-1, Meyer, 
JBL, etc. All of these different sound 
systems being at minimal industry 
standard, to the state of the art. My 
point here is that I have heard and 
worked on many sound systems in that 
room, and despite its appearance, the 
current sound system at Studio Z is 
one of the better that I have heard. 

I will be honest in saying that if I 
(and the owners of the club) had our 
way, we would have a brand-new, top- 
of-the-line sound system at Studio Z. 
Hopefully that day is not too far away; 
however, until that time comes, I will 
continue to make the system that we 
currently have rock, and I will contin- 
ue to work diligently to prove that it 
isn’t just the system that makes a show 
sound good and that Studio Z, despite 
it’s previous reputation, can still be 
one of the coolest independent ven- 
ues in San Francisco.

sidering the adoption of an open govern- 

ment policy (Resolution 511-15A1) for the 
San Francisco Unified School District. Cham- 
pioned by Comm. Mark Sanchez, the policy is a 
good first step in creating greater transparency 
of the SFUSD’s business practices and improv- 
ing public access to the board’s deliberations. 

Some of the suggested changes under the 
proposed policy include allowing people to 
sign up to speak by signing a speaker’s card at 
any time during an evening Board of Education 
meeting. Currently, anyone who wants to ad- 
dress the board has to call in during the day to 
the BOE office or sign up right before the meet- 
ing begins. 

The proposed policy would also require that 
the superintendent and the BOE president main- 
tain a public calendar including the time, place, 
and subject of all meetings involving district 
business. The proposed policy would also allow 
a member of the public to request records dur- 
ing negotiations of sole-source contracts, and 
leases with revenues of $500,000 or more or 
with a term of 10 years or more. 

But there are problems. Unfortunately, the 
open government policy doesn’t include any 
penalties for violations. 

And one item in the proposed policy would 
actually limit the public’s access to the SFUSD. 
The change was proposed by the district’s staff, 
and it would give the district 30 school days to 
review any formal appeal from a member of the 
public on the handling of a public record. 

A 30-school-day period for the appeal 
process translates into a three-month wait dur- 
ing the summer. 

Here’s how it could work. Say a member of 
the public requests a document that impacts 
his or her child’s education. Under the Cali- 
fornia Public Records Act, the district would 
have 10 business days to respond. If the dis- 
trict refuses to provide a copy of the document, 
the person seeking the information could ap- 
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peal. But if an appeal is filed at the end of May 
or in June, just before the “school days” end 
for the summer, the person wouldn't get a re- 
sponse until the end of September or the be- 
ginning of October. 

Another problem: The policy doesn’t ad- 
dress the SFUSD’s current requirement that 
all visitors to school board meetings must sign 
a log. This is in violation of Section 54953.3 of 
the California Government Code, which states 
that “a member of the public shall not be re- 
quired, as a condition, to attendance at a meet- 
ing of a legislative body of a local agency, to reg- 
ister his or her name, to provide other infor- 
mation, to complete a questionnaire, or other- 
wise to fulfill any condition precedent to his or 
her attendance.” 

Section 54950 of the California Government 
Code, the preamble to the Brown Act, states, “It 
is the intent of the law that the actions be taken 
openly and that the deliberations be conducted 


openly. ... The people, in delegating authority, 


do not give their public servants the right to 
decide what is good for the people to know and 
what is not good for the people to know. The 
people insist on remaining informed so that 
they may retain control over the instruments 
that they have created.” 

Sanchez should be applauded for introducing 
this resolution. But we as a community need to 
work together to ensure_that the board im- 
proves, passes, and implements this policy and 
others in order to truly create a more open 
school board and school district. Because in the 
end, it is the voices of the parents, teachers, staff, 
community, and students that should be guiding 
and leading the board and the district in their 
decisions. *

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Stopping the evictions 


housing crisis, there’s a pretty simple axiom that 

ought to guide city policy: Existing housing is 
valuable. It’s way, way cheaper to keep affordable 
housing from being lost than it is to build new 
housing to replace it. 

That’s why Sup. Chris Daly’s legislation to limit 
some types of condominium conversions is so im- 
portant — and why the supervisors should consider 
going even further. 

Daly’s bill, which cleared the Land Use Commit- 
tee Dec. 14 and will go before the full board Jan. 3, is 
aimed at the rash of evictions of low-income tenants 
whose apartments are turned into condominiums. 
The way the state’s Ellis Act works, any landlord has 
the right to go out of business — that is, to stop rent- 
ing housing units — and to evict all of his or her ten- 
ants. That leaves the building vacant and allows the 
landlord to sell it to people — generally better-off 
people — who want to buy their units as tenancies 
in common. In a lot of cases, the TIC owners then 
turn around and apply for permission to convert 
their apartments to condos. 

Turning a rental property into a TIC is prof- 
itable, Turning a TIC into a condo is more profitable. 
The whole loop yields huge chunks of money for 
landlords, real estate speculators, realtors, and land- 
lord lawyers — and cuts deeply into the city’s stock 
of affordable rental housing. 

It’s a politically tricky situation because TICs 
are often the only way that people who have some 
money but aren’t rich can afford to buy a home in 
San Francisco — so the TIC cycle pits low-income 
or middle-class tenants against upper-middle-class 
people who can't afford a million-dollar home. It’s 
an ugly situation made worse by city policy, and 
Daly is taking a solid step toward addressing it. 

Daly’s legislation would require real estate agents 
to disclose to buyers and potential buyers the fact that 
a TIC unit has been created by evicting a senior, dis- 
abled, or low-income tenant. That’s helpful: Some 
well-meaning San Franciscans will refuse to buy a unit 
that came on the market at the expense of a needy ten- 
ant, and the prices of those units will come down a bit, 
making eviction somewhat less profitable. 

More important, Daly wants to require that condo 
conversions involving two, three, or four units (and 
that’s most TICs) go before the Planning Commission 


: a housing crisis, particularly an affordable- 


— and that the commission enforce a 24-year-old law 
that bars conversions that involved evicting a pro- 
tected class of tenants. 

If the commission actually follows those rules, 
then Daly’s bill would have an immediate dampening 
effect on the most serious, and dangerous, Ellis Act 
TIC evictions. The supervisors should approve it, 
and Mayor Newsom (whose housing policy these 
days consists largely of promoting new million- 
dollar units) should show that he has some sense of 
the city’s desperate housing shortage and sign it. 

But we'd go even further. 

The Ellis Act is a disaster. It undermines the basic 
principle that housing is a human right, not just a 
commodity, and, in the name of giving landlords the 
“right” to stop being landlords (which they already 
have, by the way — anyone who’s sick of being in the 
rental business can sell his or her rental property and, 
these days, get a tidy profit on the deal), the law has le- 
gitimized thousands of evictions all over the state. It 
was aimed at hacking a hole in local rent-control and 
anti-eviction laws, and it’s done exactly that. 

Unfortunately, whatever activists in San Francisco 
say, the state legislature is still too friendly with 
the landlord lobby, and there’s no way the Ellis Act 
is going to be repealed. So it ought to be San Fran- 
cisco’s goal to do as much as possible to render the 
law ineffective in this town. 

One way: Make any building that was emptied of 
tenants — any tenants — under the Ellis Act per- 
manently ineligible for any condo conversion per- 
mit. Another option: Charge a conversion applica- 
tion fee for any Ellis Act building, high enough 
(say, $50,000) that it would take much of the fi- 
nancial incentive out of evicting people. 

There may be other approaches, too —a good start 
would be for the supervisors to ask the City Attorney's 
Office to research every possible legal means to block, 
tax, regulate, or discourage Ellis Act evictions. 

It costs a fortune in taxpayer money to build af- 
fordable housing. The city has already spent hun- 
dreds of millions just trying to keep up with the 
housing that’s been lost to greedy landlords and 
speculators. Daly is absolutely on the right track 
— stopping the evictions in the first place is a much 
better affordable-housing plan — and the board 
should use his legislation as the launching pad for an 
all-out assault on evictions in 2006. +

done with no city money. Our fear: Once again, pri- 
vate vendors, who are looking to make big cash off the 
potentially huge local market (through, say, targeted 
ads sales that would require monitoring private In- 
ternet use), are driving the process. 

We fully support the mayor’s idea of a fully wired 
city. But it has to be more than another public-private 
partnership where the private party gets the money 
and the city gets screwed. Ideally, we'd prefer the city 
do all the work and run its own system. But at the very 
least, the supervisors should pass a resolution in- 
forming the mayor that he must release a full, detailed 
plan at least 60 days before even considering formal 
proposals — and that all vendors should be warned 
that their proposals will be made public. %

In the dark 


Crowds repelled a raid on a popular cannabis club, but the feds returned that 


night, busted down the door, and left the place open to thieves

Days before new regulations for San 
Francisco’s medical marijuana dispen- 
saries were due to take effect, the feder- 
al Drug Enforcement Administration 
targeted a popular cannabis club and 
found itself in an unexpected showdown 
with angry locals. 

A dozen DEA agents swept into the 
city Dec. 20, raiding the home of Cathy 
and Steve Smith, operators of the 
HopeNet medical cannabis dispensary, 
and two of their cannabis grow sites. 

The DEA team arrived at dawn, 
marched Steve Smith outside in his un- 
derwear, handcuffed him, and searched 
the house. Smith said the feds didn’t re- 
alize he and his wife ran a dispensary 
until the feds discovered a business card 
during the search. 

Two truckloads of DEA agents shad- 
owed Cathy Smith’s son William Curran 
as he prepared to open the dispensary 
later that morning. But when the agents 
weren't able to produce a search war- 
rant, they returned to their trucks and sat 
grim faced as about 50 medical cannabis 
supporters arrived and surrounded their 
vehicles. Protestors held up signs an- 
nouncing that a raid was taking place, 
and passing cars honked in support of 
the dispensary. 

“The outrage that we see here will 
grow in San Francisco if they don’t butt 
out of medical cannabis,” Sup. Chris 
Daly said in front of HopeNet, which 
provided free or low-cost cannabis to 
1,000 patients. “HopeNet, by all accounts, 
is a model facility, and one of the most 
prominent, most sensitive, and, most 
importantly, one of the most compas-

sion-oriented medical cannabis facili- 
ties in San Francisco.” 

After a four-hour standoff, which 
drew a San Francisco Police Department 
tactical unit for crowd control, local po- 
lice officers left the scene. DEA agents 
also retreated, and activists declared vic- 
tory and went home. But the DEA re- 
turned to the dispensary after dark and 
broke down the door. According to DEA 
spokeswoman Casey McEnry, agents had 
federal warrants for all the searches. 

The following evening, thieves appar- 
ently breached the dispensary’s damaged 
security gate and carted off a computer, 
a stereo, and presents gathered for chil- 
dren who had been orphaned by AIDS. 

Standing in his ransacked dispensary 
last week, Steve Smith showed how DEA 
agents meticulously bent the prongs of 
the electrical plug that connected his 
holiday lights. “There was nothing here, 
no patient records,” Smith said. “They 
just kicked the door down and un- 
plugged Christmas.” 

McEnry said the raids were a result of 
a two-year investigation sparked by an 
anonymous tip. The information led to 
a home in the Sonoma County town of 
Penngrove, where the DEA seized 217 
marijuana plants. 

That investigation led agents to the 
Smiths’ home and adjacent grow room, 
on the 200 block of Cara Street, where 
they seized 122 marijuana plants, as well 
as an unknown amount of processed 
cannabis. 

Marijuana brownies and butter were 
confiscated from the HopeNet dispen- 
sary at 223 Ninth Street. 

Agents also raided a warehouse on 
Cara Street and said they 
seized another 500 plants.

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Steve Smith said only 140 
of the plants had roots, and 
the rest were cuttings. 

“Tt is a clear violation of 
federal law to cultivate, pos- 
sess, and distribute mari- 
juana,’ McEnry said when 
asked why federal agents 
would raid a medical 
cannabis cooperative oper- 
ating under California law. 
“Today, as the DEA, we en- 
forced federal drug laws 
and conducted a lawful 
search of these four loca- 
tions, and we seized mari- 
juana.” 

Earlier in December, 
DEA agents shut down 13 
medical cannabis dispen- 
saries in San Diego. “I think 
they will target others,” said 
Steve Smith. “This is a test 
to see if the community 
will stand up to them.”

Gavin Newsom’s office to ask for his 
support. But the mayor, who has not 
commented on the raids, was not there. 

“T think city officials need to_provide 
some answers and ask why this is hap- 
pening,” Kris Hermes, legal campaign 
director for the medical marijuana pa- 
tients group Americans for Safe Ac- 
cess, said. “Why was one of the most 
cherished dispensaries in the city raid- 
ed when they just spent half a year de- 
veloping regulations which were os- 
tensibly put in place to avoid that?” 

Sup. Ross Mirkarimi — who au- 
thored the legislation setting guide- 
lines for medical cannabis facilities 
and patients in San Francisco — told 
the Bay Guardian he wants to know if 
the DEA is persecuting San Francis- 
co for having dispensaries or some 
other reason. 

“It seems like information is scant 
from the DEA to the police or the 
mayor — or they are just not sharing 
it,” Mirkarimi said, calling on Rep. 
Nancy Pelosi to step in if the feds won't 
talk to city officials. “The elected fam- 
ily of San Francisco needs to be more 
vocal about our insistence that this is a 
Prop. 215 state, and this is a law we 
passed, and to respect that law.” 


District Attorney Kamala Harris 
reemphasized her support for medical 
cannabis. A spokesperson for Harris said 
that neither her office nor the police 
were involved in the raid. 

No arrests have been made in con- 
nection with any of the raids. But 
McEnry says the DEA is working with 
the San Francisco U.S. Attorney’s Office 
to review the evidence and arrests are 
possible. 

Steve Smith says he hopes to have 
HopeNet open again by New Year’s 
Day and that he and his wife will ask 
the city for permission to give away 
free cannabis to registered patients on 
the steps of City Hall on Christmas. 
But he says the $20,000 confiscated by 
the DEA was his life’s savings and the 
dispensary’s operating funds. 

“If there are charges filed, we'll be 
under hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars of bail that we can’t possibly come 
up with. Bail me out or at least feed my 
dog,” Smith said. “And if there are any 
brave souls out there who would like to 
help a couple hundred people with 
compassion [free medical cannabis], 
please take my place.” +

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‘Subcomandante Marcos is over there on Folsom’ 


The Mexican Indian exodus to San Francisco divides the day labor market

San Francisco’s venerable market of day laborers serves as a barom- 
eter of immigration trends, most recently reflecting a big influx of new 
arrivals from the impoverished south of Mexico and creating a new 
hierarchy that threatens to undermine hard-won wage increases. 

These days the lineup that extends along 12 blocks of the appro- 
priately named Cesar Chavez Boulevard is limited to veteran workers, 
mostly mestizos (people of mixed race) who hail from central Mex- 
ican feeder states like Michoacan, Jalisco, and Guanajuato. 

These day laborers, with the help of the Service Employees Inter- 
national Union (SEIU) Local 790, have established a $10-an-hour floor 
for their work. 

Meanwhile, a second tier of day laborers, mostly recent arrivals from 
southern Mexico and often of Indian descent, have set up shop par- 
allel to Cesar Chavez on 26th Street. Workers waiting for prospective 
employers along that strip readily concede that they work for $8 an 
hour, below the San Francisco minimum wage. 

Lowest down on this totem pole of bottom-rung job-seekers are 
newcomers from the zone of Chiapas, Mexico's southernmost state, 
a region populated largely with indigenous people where the rebel Za- 
patista Army of National Liberation (EZLN) wields maximum in- 
fluence — the Lacandon jungle. 

The division of the labor markets troubles Frank Martin del 
Campo, a veteran SEIU organizer. “The new arrivals need to get 
themselves organized and work together to raise their hourly wage,” 
del Campo told the Bay Guardian during a telephone interview. 

Ona grim November morning, a handful of men were gathered on 
the corner of South Van Ness and 26th Street. Were they from Chia- 
pas, a Mexico-based reporter asked? “No, Veracruz and Oaxaca,’ a ro- 
bust paisano said with a laugh. The Chapanecos (those from Chiapas) 
were further down the block. “Subcomandante Marcos,” he said, re- 
ferring to the Mayan rebels’ legendary spokesperson, “is over there on 
Folsom.” 

The four young men leaning against parked cars down 26th Street 
were in fact from a village on the perimeter of the Lacandon jungle — 
Pena Limonar, in the municipality of Ocosingo, birthplace of the 
now-celebrated rebellion. Pena Limonar is a Tzeltal Mayan—speaking 
outpost in the savannas between the jungle and the ancient ruins at 
Palenque where power is shared by Zapatistas, supporters of the 
once-ruling PRI party, and an independent farmers’ organization 
called the ARIC, according to Hermann Bellinghausen, Chiapas cor- 
respondent for the national Mexican daily La Jornada and a frequent 
visitor to San Francisco. Limonar, Bellinghausen confirms, falls with- 
in the jurisdiction of the embattled Zapatista autonomous municipality 
named for the old anarchist Ricardo Flores Magon. 

The men of Limonar began arriving in the city they call San Pan- 
cho (San Francisco) about five years ago, and now there are perhaps 
50 of them here, estimates Bartolo (not his real name), a strapping 24- 


year-old day worker who has been here for several months. The men 
(there are no women in the group) have come to one of the highest- 
rent cities in the hemisphere from thatched huts in the Lacandon jun- 
gle — 20 of the Chapanecos cram into an apartment down Folsom 
Street. 

The men say they are not Zapatistas — their fathers are members 
of the PRI and the ARIC — but the Zapatistas were their neighbors 
down in Mexico, and “they are good people” Bartolo says. The Zap- 
atistas do not migrate north, preferring to stay rooted on the land, and 
those who do leave are reportedly ostracized in their home villages 
when they return. 

Most of the young men from Limonar have been in the city for just 
a few months and have paid a heavy price to get here — US$2,000 for 
a “coyote” (people smuggler) to get them across east of Tijuana. 

“We walked in the desert for a week” recalls Abraham (not his real 
name); a thin 23-year-old with two infants back home. Limonar is so 
far off the grid that he says his wife has to walk two hours to the near- 
est phone to receive his calls. 

Abraham gets work “three or four days a week” but complains 
that the Chinos (Chinese) who hire the men for yard work or home 
repair will only pay $8 an hour. 

“They are Filipinos, not Chinos,’ Carlos corrects. Carlos is a pioneer 
— he has been in the Mission District since 2001, and the stud in his 
left ear is an emblem of cultural integration. One reason Carlos has 
stayed so long: Tightened border controls make it prohibitive for 
migrant workers to move back and forth between their home com- 
munities and the United States. “I would love to see my parents, but 
then how could I return?” he asks. 

What does Carlos like about the Mission? “Las muchachas [the 
women], he says with a boyish giggle, and the rest of the young 
men join in. What doesn’t he like? “The weather,” Carlos says, frown- 
ing as a cold drizzle pelts down from the gray heavens. The Chapanecos 
had been discussing moving south for the winter, to New Orleans, 
where they heard there was plenty of construction work for indocu- 
mentados. 

Why had these young Mayan men uprooted themselves from 
their families, risking danger and death as they traveled thousands 
of miles across the length of Mexico and California to lean against 
parked cars in the Mission, waiting for an occasional, below-mini- 
mum-wage job? “Our fathers are farmers” Dionicio (not his real 
name) tries to explain. “I don’t know how exactly to say this in 
Spanish — we speak our own dialect [Tzeltal is a fully developed lan- 
guage system, not a dialect], but they cannot get a price for their corn 
and their coffee now. Here we at least make some money to send 
home to our families.” But the young Tzeltal agrees with the SEIU’s 
del Campo that the newcomers need a union like the men on Cesar 
Chavez have. 

The collapse of world coffee prices and the flood of cheap, subsi- 
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dized US corn into Mexico under the North American Free Trade 


Agreement (NAFTA) is driving southern Mexico's Indian farmers off 
the land and into the immigration stream north. According to recent 
roundup stats released by the Department of Homeland Security's Im- 
migration Control Enforcement (ICE) division — once the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service, or “Migra” — deportees from Chi- 
apas led the charge from southern Mexico in fiscal 2004-05. 

In many cities like Palenque, from which the young men on 26th 
Street headed north, there are “travel agencies” now — really just one 
rusting bus that leaves weekly for the border. The first stop is El 
Altar, in northern Sonora, just a step away from the Arizona desert in 
which so many indocumentados perish. More than 200 died out there 
last year. Tijuana is the end of the line, and the men had connected with 
their high-price coyote there — the deal had been arranged in 
Palenque. 

The collapse of world coffee prices has forced tens of thousands of 
mostly Indian growers in southern Mexico to abandon their patches 
and head north. The men down the street, from Veracruz and Oax- 
aca, both coffee-producing states, are similarly driven. In 2002, 14 un- 
documented workers from a Veracruz coffee town died out in the Ari- 
zona desert, and last year two young men from Ocosingo came home 
in cheap coffins. Two more cut down in New Orleans by Hurricane Ka- 
trina were recently buried in a neighboring village. 

In the 13 years since NAFTA was signed by the first President 
George Bush, nearly 5,000 Mexicans — many of them displaced 
farmers — have died trying to cross into the United States to take a job 
no one else will take. The young Mayan men standing on 26th Street 
waiting for a job have thus far escaped. **

Countering corporate cash 


Public finance measure aims to help 
mayoral candidates compete against 
aggressive fundraisers

The San Francisco Board of Supervi- 
sors will soon consider whether to ex- 
tend public campaign financing to can- 
didates for mayor. The proposal, by Sup. 
Ross Mirkarimi, was unanimously ap- 
proved by the Ethics Commission in 
December and appears to have strong 
support lined up at the board. 

“Public financing lessens the influ- 
ence of big money and special interests 
... and promotes a more level playing 
field,” Mirkarimi told the Bay Guard- 
ian. Mirkarimi is a longtime campaign 
finance reform advocate who led the 


1995 effort to put the city’s present cam- 
paign contribution limits in place and 
helped create a public financing pro- 
gram for supervisorial candidates. 

Six supervisors — Aaron Peskin, Ger- 
ardo Sandoval, Jake McGoldrick, Tom 
Ammiano, Chris Daly, and Mirkarimi 
— have already announced their sup- 
port for the measure, and Sups. Bevan 
Dufty and Sophie Maxwell both told us 
they like the idea in concept but haven't 
analyzed the details. The measure needs 
eight votes because of the way city elec- 
tion laws are written, and supporters 
are hopeful it will be approved. 


To qualify for public financing, may- 
oral candidates must abide by a spend- 
ing limit of $1,375,000, agree to partic- 
ipate in at least three debates, and raise 
at least $25,000 from at least 250 San 
Franciscans. At that point, the candi- 
date will receive $50,000 in public fi- 
nancing and further grants of as much 
as four public dollars to one dollar in 
private contributions (according to 
complicated formulas), up to a grant of 
$850,000 for $525,000 raised privately. 

There are also provisions that could 
allow the spending limit to be exceeded 
in races where a candidate raises millions 
of dollars in private funding, as Gavin 
Newsom did in 2003. The fund is 
capped at $6 million per election, and if 
that level isn’t reached after all publicly 
funded candidates reach the spending 
limit, it will be divided evenly among 
those candidates until it is exhausted. 

Progressives, like Mirkarimi and the 
plan’s main spokesman, Rob Arnow, say 


the program will allow candidates from 
across the political spectrum to run for 
office as long as they can demonstrate a 
strong base of support. Matt Gonzalez, 
who raised about $800,000 for his 2003 
mayoral bid, would have had his money 
roughly doubled, and might have had a 
better shot at beating Newsom, who 
spent a record $5.7 million. 
Supporters of the measure note that 
it’s part of a national trend toward re- 
ducing the role of private contributions 
in political races. Los Angeles and New 
York City both offer partial public fi- 
nancing for mayoral and city council 
candidates, while Maine and Arizona 
offer full public financing programs for 


_all state contests. And in December, 


Connecticut passed a full public fi- 
nancing program that almost eliminates 
private contributions. 

But the reform is likely to be opposed 
by some because of its cost, while others 
object on principle. Nathan Nayman, 


who heads the downtown interest group 
Committee on Jobs, opposes the concept 
of public financing. He told us, “My tax 
dollars should not support someone I 
don’t want to see in office.” 

Newsom would be most directly af- 
fected by the plan because it would help 
finance his challengers in 2007, although 
his spokespeople said he hasn’t yet taken 
a position on the measure. But both Jim 
Ross and Eric Jaye — his top consultants 
in the 2003 mayoral race — say they 
like the idea. 

Advocates say public financing is the 
wave of the future. “Eventually most 
campaigns will be publicly financed,” 
said Bob Stern, president of the Los An- 
geles-based nonprofit Center for Goy- 
ernmental Studies, which helped write 
the plan, “because the voters will recog- 
nize that most people give because they 
want something from government.”

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Trigger-happy New Year 


Unload the stresses of 2005 at a shooting range. By Forrest Caskey 


t’s almost over! The annual end-of- 

the-year aneurysm of marathon shop- 

ping-sprees, holiday parties, arduous 

flights home, long waits in the return 

line to exchange Mom’s snowflake- 
speckled sweater, and a champagne-in= 
duced hangover still bubbling around the 
rafters of your cerebrum has left you 
drained and hungover with a case of the 
holiday blues. Once the New Year ap- 
proaches, the holiday hullabaloo will be 
falling around you like confetti, your new 
job being to sweep up the mess and start 
anew. 

Typical San Franciscan methods of 
dealing with stress, such as yoga, medita- 
tion, spa days, and sex clubs, may not be 
the catharsis you are looking for. Not 
everyone in the Bay Area can find inner 
peace by reaching a child’s pose from a 
downward-facing dog. 

This year try something new and un- 
conventional to shake off the postmortem 
holiday blues by ending the year with a 
bang! Literally. Scattered around the bay 
are some local shooting ranges open year- 
round that provide the caliber of release 
youre looking for. 

Okay, granted, guns do bad things. 
Such bad things that handguns have re- 
cently been banned throughout the city. 
But despite the bad reputation, responsi- 
ble and controlled shooting — at inani- 
mate objects, that is — has some holistic 
effects similar to those of standing in a 
steam room in the lotus position. 

“The holidays are always a stressful 
time for me. Coming to the range just 
sort of takes the anger out of my body 
without hurting anything,” shooter 
Emily Spillett says after a recent visit to 
Bullseye Shooting Range (1281 Ander- 
son, San Rafael. 415-453-7465, www 
-bullseyerange.com). 

Bullseye is an indoor facility offering 
gun rentals and private shooting lanes 
for $12. Besides providing the equipment 
and the space, Bullseye operates as Marin 
County’s firearm education center, of-

fering a variety of classes such as permit 
courses, gun safety lessons, and concealed 
weapon instructions. 

Bullseye firearm safety instructor 
Henry Hernandez emphasizes the im- 
portance of firearm safety classes while 
touching on the therapeutic effects of 
shooting: “Before picking up a gun, you 
ought to be familiar with what you are 
using. You don’t get behind a car [wheel] 
without ever learning how to drive one. 
[Shooting] involves total concentration 
and removes you from yourself. It’s a 
great way to relieve stress in this way.” 

Nestled a little closer to San Francisco, 
Jackson Arms Shooting Range (710 
Dubuque, South San Francisco. 650-588- 
4209, www.jacksonarms.com) also 
charges $12 per private lane, as well as 
keeping its activities indoors. Renting 
handguns, low-caliber rifles, and shot- 
guns at a variety of prices, Jackson Arms 
goes one step further than Bullseye does 
by offering beginner and refresher cours- 
es to first-time and novice gun users. 


Walk this way After five years on Valencia at 26th Street, Café Arguello (2832 
Mission, SF. 415-643-3160, www.cafearquellosf.com) has moved. Already the Spanish-cui- 
sine restaurant — known for its seven different kinds of paellas and calamare bocadillos 
— is seeing an increase in business, owing mostly to the greater foot traffic coming from 
the 24th Street BART station.

415-586-8349, www.prgc 
net) has been providing shotgun own- 
ers with a scenic place to play. The club 
is private, but it opens its ranges to the 
public from 11 a.m to.5 p.m. on 
Wednesdays and on weekends. 

Lake Merced offers the perfect setting 
for Pacific Rod and Gun's featured activ- 
ity, trap-and-skeet shooting. Instead of 
just firing at a paper depiction of a man’s 
torso or a bull’s-eye, trap and skeet allows 
you to shoot at discs soaring through the 
air over the lake. Duck hunters use trap- 
and-skeet to hone their moving-target 
shooting skills, but even for those less 
bloodthirsty, this sporting activity can 
purge end-of-the-year stress. 

So go ahead and pull the trigger, just 
don’t aim it at the living. +

n Dec. 15, the European Parliament voted yes on a directive that will 

let police randomly spy on the citizens of the EU’s 25 member coun- 

tries. What’s really sneaky is that the Directive on Data Retention 

doesn’t create new forms of surveillance. In fact, there’s nothing in it 

about special snooping powers. This might seem surprising to people 
who live in the United States, where the president has recently been roasted 
for bending the rules on wiretaps. 

The EU directive manages to do something far more catastrophic than 
granting extra wiretaps. It lays the groundwork for a more effective surveil- 
lance state by mandating that communications companies — like cell phone 
and Internet providers — save information about everything their customers 
do on their mobile phones and online. The information must be retained for 
at least six months, but some countries are taking the directive much further: 
Poland will be keeping the data for 15 years. Why get a wiretap order when 
you can just data-mine the hell out of everybody? 

The European Commission, the EU’s executive body, proposed the direc- 
tive explicitly for law enforcement purposes, after being pressured by anti- 
terrorist agencies and 
entertainment industry Why geta wiretap order

enforcement can go on 
fishing expeditions for suspects of all descriptions — the directive places 
absolutely no limits on the kinds of crimes that can be investigated with this 
storehouse of personal data. Who doesn’t love the idea of catching a copy- 
right infringer and a potential terrorist in one fell swoop, using nothing 
more than a computer terminal? It’s like armchair authoritarianism. 

Supposedly the privacy of Europeans will be protected because the direc- 
tive doesn’t require companies to save the content of what people are saying 
— only whom they talked with, as well as when and where they did it. So if 
I'm in England, and I call some guy in Germany, my cell provider keeps a 
record that says I talked to Grosse Eier from London at 2:45 p.m., but it has 
no idea what we said to each other. But if Eier happens to be convicted of a 
computer crime, the mere fact that I spoke to him could be used as evidence 
and a rationale for searching my own computers — or my house. 

As if that weren’t creepy enough, it’s very hard to separate content from 
other stuff when you're online. In Europe your local ISP would probably 
keep a record of “where you go” by saving the URLs of the sites you visit. But 
a URL can obviously reveal a lot about the content of what you're doing. 
When you do a Google search, for instance, your search terms will appear in 
the URL that presents the search results to you. $o the ISP won't just see that 
you're visiting Google; it will also see that you visited Google to learn more 
about “subversive Polish political propaganda.” Think the Polish authorities 
are going to look kindly on that when they find it in 10 years? No, I don't 
think so either. 

For the past year, groups like European Digital Rights (EDRi) and Privacy 
International have been campaigning like crazed robots to stop the 
European Parliament from passing the Directive on Data Retention. They 
lobbied; they petitioned; they appealed to reason. EDRi even pointed out 
that the directive isn’t just bad policy — it’s bad economics. Every ISP and 
mobile phone service will now be forced to build facilities that can hold 
years of communications data for millions of people. But the majority of 
Parliament voted yes anyway. 

EU member countries will begin implementing the first pan-national 
experiment in total communications logging over the next couple of years. 
Soon it will be impossible to go online or make a cell phone call anywhere in 
Europe without leaving a very detailed trail behind you. 

What's amusing and sad about all this is that citizens of the United States 
willingly gave up their right to online privacy long ago, without any fight at 
all. Everyone who stores e-mail on Google or Yahoo! or Hotmail is creating 
the same kind of data reserve that the European Parliament created with the 
Directive on Data Retention. Maybe the EU should learn something from all 
those Americans happily building a surveillance gold mine without any 
inducement other than free e-mail. Why pass laws when you can just work 
with Google? +

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efferson thought the Constitu- 

tion ought to expire every 19 

years or thereabouts, so that the 

political choices of one genera- 

tion did not bind or oppress the 
generations to follow. 

“J set out on this ground which I 
suppose to be self-evident: “That the 
earth belongs in usufruct to the living’; 
that the dead have neither powers nor 
rights over it,” he wrote to James 
Madison in 1789. “We seem not to 
have perceived that by the law of na- 
ture, one generation is to another as 
one independent nation to another.” 

Jefferson’s notion of regular consti- 
tutional revision — “a medicine nec- 
essary for the sound health of govern- 
ment” — never caught on, and in 
light of that missed chance, we might 
well wonder about the sound health 
of our present government, which 
seems to have done everything in its 
power to destroy or abandon the 
Constitution altogether. But certainly 
the idea that it’s important to consult 
first principles from time to time is 


one of timeless vitality and relevance, 
and not only in matters of politics. 
Jefferson, as it happens, was a poly- 
math and Francophile, a politician 
and winemaker, an innovative farmer 
and — most odd for a public figure 
—a recluse; so far as I know, he did 
not write about restaurants, but if he 
had, he doubtless would have wanted 
to have clearly in mind the purpose of 
the endeavor, its fundamental as- 
sumptions and its audience. 
Audience: a baffling phenomenon. 
Readers of these columns are, for the 
most part, as abstract to me as I am to 
them. Every now and then an angry 
brick is flung through the window (I 
speak metaphorically, of course, since 
such bricks consist now of e-mail or, 
much less frequently, a handwritten 
note, sometimes a phone call), or a 
reader will offer a helpful tip about 
some place recently opened or closed, 
but for the most part there is just the 
whistle and whine of the heedless 
wind. Like interstellar probes, the 
words are prepared and launched

and, with rare exceptions, not heard 
from again. They may reach hundreds 
or thousands or no one; there is no 
way to know for sure. And so one 
presses on — in part from profession- 
al obligation, of course, and from 
habit, but also for more personal rea- 
sons having to do with the belief that 
the tale of what we eat and drink and 
how we eat and drink it is an impor- 
tant chapter of the human story and 
that telling it well (accurately, memo- 
rably, in fresh language free of cliché) 
is a worthy undertaking: a minor and 
derivative art but an art nonetheless, 
touched by the fire of meaning and 
beauty and an enrichment to the lives 
it touches. 

Is that absurdly grand: grandiose? 
Part of the fascination of writing 
about food is the impossibility of it. 
Eating is, after all, a primal, sensual 
experience that, like sex (a similar ex- 
perience often invoked as a compari- 
son), has a way of eluding capture in 
even the most finely woven net of 
text; writing about what it was like to 


eat X or fool around with Y, or both 
simultaneously, does not begin to 
capture what those experiences felt 
like. The writer’s arsenal is limited to 
suggestions, hints, jokes, puns, simi- 
les, metaphors, improbable similari- 
ties, contrasts, paradoxes, juxtaposi- 
tions, and such mots justes as can be 
summoned to give some sense of the 
vividness of biting into a merguez 
sausage or tasting a blood-orange 
créme caramel or. ... Sensual experi- 
ence is often overwhelming experi- 
ence, and the writer’s fondest, perhaps 
only, hope in dealing with it is to 
strike some chord of memory in the 
reader so the reader can supply, from 
a private store of recollection, that el- 
emental energy no combination of 
words can capture. 

Luckily, restaurants aren’t just 
about food: They are public arenas 
too, stages for the enactment of elab- 
orately costumed little dramas about 
romance and status, money and race, 
age and looks. They are noisy and 
calm, beautiful and homely, preten- 


tious and un-, as are the people who 
haunt them. People, we the people, 
are creatures of the word: We declare 
and rejoin, we ask and assert, we offer 
witticisms and ripostes and the occa- 
sional gaffe. As talkers we are cap- 
turable in words — what we say, what 
we do, what we think — and we are 
never so loquacious, so self-revealing, 
so useful to a writer (who is after all a 
kind of spy), as when breaking bread 
with someone else, perhaps after hav- 
ing had a glass of wine or two. In vino 
veritas, teaches the old saw, but in 
panis veritas too, and ... but no, 1 will 
leave that one to your imagination. 
The most important human truths 
are usually revealed through the 
agency of food and wine (and beer! 
and spirits!), and that tendency alone 
suggests that when we are writing 
about food and drink, and the places 
food is eaten and drink drunk, and by 
whom, we are in serious territory and 
should comport ourselves according- 
ly, though not humorlessly. 

Like all previous years with which I 
am personally acquainted, 2005 has 
been a mixed bag: no lack of difficul- 
ties, occasional spikes of glory. I was 
sorry to see Johnny Alamilla’s Alma 
go; the place had opened in Septem- 
ber 2001 — a dicey moment — and 
was possibly the best spot of its 
nuevo Latino kind in town. Tartare 
closed too, but this was hardly sur- 
prising. I did not weep for the passing 
of the mediocre Spiazzino; I was sad- 
dened by the disappearance of 
Essence of India and cautiously opti- 
mistic about the openings of Range 
and Maverick, lodestars of the new 
Mission. Peruvian vogue accelerated 
and even reached 24th Street in Noe 
Valley, while “fusion” cuisines contin- 
ued their expansion. I noticed a 
wealth of new restaurants serving 
“Mediterranean” food, which means 
the food of the eastern Mediter- 
ranean: hummus, baba ghanoush, 
grilled lamb, yogurt, lemon, cilantro. 
But so far only Saha has adopted 
these foods to a fusion ethic. Still 
good: Rose Pistola, La Folie, Zuni, Ac- 
querello — all proof that while revi- 
sion and renewal are crucial, so is 
constancy. 

A young friend complained to me 
recently about restaurant prices, espe- 
cially in the Mission, where he lives. 

“I don’t mind if places are nice,” he 
said, “but does that mean the food 
has to cost $20 a plate?” 

Ah. I often asked myself that ques- 
tion in 1999, then asked it less often 
after 2001, when the great correction 
had set in. But circles close; booms 
become busts become booms again, 
and it doesn’t always take 19 years for 
a new generation to assert itself. +

one. Neno says, if you can’t beat ’em eat ’em, and he even attached a recipe. But this 
doesn’t make the slightest bit of sense to me. If you can’t beat em, Neno, how the 
hell are you supposed to eat ’em? 

They're more likely, in the end, Ne@no says, if you can’t 


to eat me. 


Rats are cheaper eaters than all beat ’em eat ’em, and he 
of us. I can’t even leave my soap even attached a recipe 


outside in the tub anymore, be- 
cause they eat my soap. Last night I dreamed one was licking my hand, like a dog. 
Don't feel bad for the chicken farmer though. It was one of my favorite dreams 
ever. The rat was a comedian rat, a ragged old master of slapstick, putting on a 
one-rat show for my benefit. My favorite part was when, in the middle of a mad 
dash toward the wall, he went up on his hind legs and did this hilarious sideways 
soft-shoe vaudeville hat-and-cane thing, then mad dashed the wall again and 
badly botched an attempt to Donald O’Connor it. 

I laughed, I cried, and if I were a dream reviewer I would highly recommend 
that you have this one. But I’m not, so let me tell you about a day in the life of a 
chicken farmer. In the city. Sunday. No sports this past weekend because of all the 
weather, but I did get to play a Lord Exister show in the Tenderloin, at the 509 
Cultural Center. The promoter, a real person with the real name of Mad V. Dog, 
pretty much assured me that no one would be there, but I’m in no position to 
Pass up a paying gig. The pay: two dollars and free food from my new favorite In- 
dian restaurant. 

All right then. I wowed a standing-room-only crowd (11 chairs, 12 people) 
with my heartfelt homemade ho-hum ditty-wa-ditties about chickens and butter, 
and then Mad Dog’s band, the Merchants of the New Bizarre, wowed the seven of 
us who were left when the five of them took the stage. 

And then: By way of a headlining act, cheap Tenderloin Indian food was or- 
dered and picked up and brought back by Mr. Dog and we all ate it around a big 
table while watching this Indian dance movie about a beautiful young woman 

- dancer who is well liked by the masses but maybe vulgar or something so she is 
reviled by the art-dance community. Especially an old man with a beard who goes 
around tearing down posters for her shows. 

But then somehow, while I was refilling my plate, the cranky old man becomes 
the beautiful young dancer’s teacher, and she’s going to learn to dance more high- 
falutinly, or something, but they’re worried that her dance partner might be 
falling in love with her but then he either breaks his leg or someone breaks it for 
him —I couldn't tell you for certain and anyway I had to leave before the end. 
Good thing I’m not no movie reviewer! 

My favorite dish, ordered in my honor (I like to believe), was called Butter 
Chicken. It said so on the Styrofoam. The rest of them were impossible to read, 
but in some cases recognizable: saag paneer, tandoori chicken, this great ground 
lamb and potato combo, some really spicy little fried fritter things, so on and so 
forth. Pappadam, naan, basmati rice — the leftovers of which my chickens are de- 
lightedly chowing down, as we speak. Five butts up. 

Six. Everything was great! I wish I could tell you the name of my new favorite 
Indian restaurant, but — being a dumbass chicken farmer from an enchanted 
land where rats dance and it rains even when it isn’t raining — I, um, forgot what 
it was. Anyway I never technically went there, so here’s where I had breakfast:

The glory of Blighty 


ike a car salesman who won't shut 
up about his college football career, 
Britain has never gotten over 1940, 
its moment of glory. Denmark and 
orway had fallen to the Nazis, 
then Belgium, Holland, and France. 
America and Russia were still sitting on 
their hands. And one tiny, plucky island 
nation stood alone against global fas- 
cism — and faced down a campaign of 
terrorism that dwarfs the wildest fears of 
the present. Imagine 15 September 11s 
stretched out over eight months; that’s 
what the Germans did to British cities. 

“Let us . .. so bear ourselves that if the 
British Empire and its Commonwealth 
last for a thousand years, men will still 
say, ‘This was their finest hour,” 
Churchill urged his compatriots on the 
eve of the blitz. And the British people, 
the nation of shopkeepers, pulled to- 
gether and saved the world. They lived 
up to Churchill’s stirring request, and 
that was their triumph and their curse: 
It’s all downhill for the next millennium. 

At the beginning of 1940, in response 
to the German navy’s attacks on shipping 
routes, Churchill’s government imposed 
food rationing. It lasted for almost a 
decade after Hitler’s defeat. While Ameri- 
cans livened up dinnertime with Jell-O 
and Spam, the British accepted hunger 
and austerity and culinary monotony as 
the price of rebuilding the devastated 
economies of liberated Europe. 

Their noble sacrifice may have saved 
Europe, but it delivered a killing blow to 
their national cuisine. The conventional 
gripes against British food are outdated 
and parochial: Every urban street corner 
boasts a decent curry house, and the 
millennial economic boom has had a 
salutary effect on the high-end restau- 
rant world. But the terrible fact remains: 
For half a century, the British associated 
culinary deprivation with heroism and 
glory and their finest hour. They started 
to take a quiet pride in the awfulness of 
their food and to associate gustatory 
pleasure with the weak sensualism that 
led the French to collapse so quickly in 
the face of the German tanks. 

Almost every kitchen staple was sub- 
ject to rationing; meat, milk, butter, 
sugar, cheese, lard, eggs, canned food. 
The shining exception was fish and 
chips, which Brits were allowed in un- 
limited quantities. This budget delicacy 
must have done much to dull the sting 
of wartime austerity. The oceans around 
Britain are full of barely distinguishable 
white-fleshed fish; her rain-battered cli- 
mate encourages the growth of root veg- 
etables. Deep-fry the fish and the tubers 
in beef drippings or vegetable oil and 
you've got a meal that can pleasurably be 
eaten several times a week. 

Fish and chips was the first fast food,

the original cheeseburger and fries to 
go. The ascent of the fish and chip 
shops, or “chippies,” mirrors the growth 
of modern London in the 19th century, 
with its teeming masses yearning for a 
quick bite to eat before returning to 
work in the factories. (“Confined as the 
limits of Field Lane are,” Dickens wrote 
in Oliver Twist, in 1838, “it has its bar- 
ber, its coffee-shop, its beer-shop, and 
its fried-fish warehouse.”) The domi- 
nance of fish and chips has been shaken 
in recent decades by the hamburger 
and the déner kebab. But unlike scones 
and crumpets and the other Master- 
piece Theatre dishes, it’s still integral to 
everyday British culinary experience. 

You can get fish and chips at any 
number of Bay Area pubs, where it sits 
on the menu alongside chicken strips 
and burgers, but the full chippy experi- 
ence can only be obtained at an estab- 
lishment whose cooking area consists of 
one huge vat of grease in which various 
battered objects are dunked. The most 
authentic of these is the Old Chelsea, in 
the Tenderloin. 

In its total dinginess and lack of any 
prettifying decor, the Old Chelsea feels 
genuinely British. (The British are 
deeply suspicious of aesthetic enhance- 
ments to commercial transactions.) Very 
few people actually eat there, though; the 
Old Chelsea’s true function is as a sort of 
outsourced kitchen for the Edinburgh 
Castle Pub, across the street and around 
the corner. You order fish and chips 
from the bar staff and they'll bring it to 
you, along with the necessary condi- 
ments: corporate synergy at work. 

An English chippy might serve a vari- 
ety of North Sea white fish, for cus- 
tomers with palates sufficiently educated 
that they can differentiate between cod, 
haddock, plaice, and skate. The first time 
T ordered food at the Edinburgh Castle, I 
asked the English waiter what kind of 
fish they had. He rolled his eyes and said, 


in a tired voice, “Fish that swim in the 
sea, mate” — a remark that gets right to 
the essence of the dish, and of British 
notions of customer service. Whatever 
its species, the Old Chelsea's fish is ro- 
bustly flavored and pleasantly flaky. Fry- 
ing cod (or whatever) in fatty oil lends it 
the fat content of much more expensive 
fish like king salmon, making it all chub- 
by and tasty. 

As an alternative or supplement to 
the cod, you can get shrimp or oysters, 
both also deep-fried in batter. The 
shrimp are rubbery and dense with fla- 
vor. The oysters have that musky taste 
where youd think there was something 
wrong with it if you didn’t know that 
was what oysters are supposed to taste 
like.“All should properly be doused in 
vinegar, then dunked in tartar sauce. 
The flavors — fish, vinegar, tangy relish 
— achieve a kind of savory rightness; 
they seem to express one another in dif- 
ferent registers. The chips are fat and 
chunky, with soft exteriors that allow 
the vinegar to soak directly through to 
the mealiness within. 

When packaging food for the Edin- 
burgh Castle, the Old Chelsea wraps it 
in newspaper pages, a practice that was 
outlawed in Britain in the mid-1980s 
for hygienic reasons. (Don’t worry — 
there's a layer of butcher paper between 
the food and the newsprint.) Wrapping 
the fish in paper, rather than, say, Styro- 
foam, keeps it moist and generates the 
distinctive scent of Britain’s finest con- 
tribution to world cuisine, the smell of 
steam from warm fish rising up 
through yesterday’s headlines and 
achieving something close to glory. +

the box-office returns and awards-season dominance of Brokeback Mountair? 

Using the cinema to gauge the nation’s temperature is a mug’s game, and each 
year, as DVDs continue to obliterate ticket sales, the phrase “it’s only a movie” seems 
more apt. Nonetheless, Hollywood and its juries seem more comfortable sympathizing 
with America as a cowboy in denial — sexuality or weapons of destruction, take your 
pick — than, say, viewing it as a blood-spattered gangster in wholesome god-fearing 
disguise, a la Viggo Mortensen’s character in A History of Violence. While | won't argue 
with organizations that favor Heath Ledger's performance, | will say there’s plenty 
wrong with a perspective that thinks Ang Lee’s sense of pace — not to mention the 
unity of his take on American dellusions — is superior to David Cronenberg’s. 

Such are the grudges that come to light at the end of the year, when cinemaniacs 
of every stripe make their lists and check them twice. Sure, a whole new slew of 
amnesiac’s-delight images beckon — the United States never suffers any shortage of 
visual material. But the quality of it is another matter, which is why there’s a value to 
placing the past 12 months into a box marked “History,” or at least into some pointed 
essays and funny top 10s. Having made one of the year’s best local movies — and a 
documentary that deserved a place on the Academy short list — this week’s cover 
star, Nic Hill, knows a thing or two about battling the transitory nature of images. A 
history of graffiti in San Francisco, Hill's Piece by Piece not only reveals and rescues 
people and artwork that are often erased and ignored, but it also adds a layer of per- 
manence to them. Here’s to more movies like it in the hours and times to come.

the wild - 


Mother Nature unleashes the beasts 
in the films of ’05. By Susan Gerhard 


© penguins pay taxes? They 

must. The star species of this 

year’s highest-profile wilder- 

ness documentary seems par- 

ticularly suited to bureaucra- 
cy: They’ve adapted to queuing up 
in long lines, and they suffer depri- 
vation well. When called to march, 
they fall in, no questions asked. And 
when winter throws a blizzard their 
way, do they get in their Humvees 
and head to the hills? No, they hud- 
dle en masse, for the greater good, 
nearly starving themselves to death 
while waiting for their wives to 
come back with provisions. I’m not 
quite sure they were intelligently 
designed, but they’ve certainly been 
carefully marketed: They do it all 
for the sake of the children. 
Interested parties may, at this very 
moment, be accelerating the extinc- 
tion of the bald eagle in hopes that 
the national symbol can become a 
pair of mated penguins. 

You needn't have gagged on the 
bones of Disney’s Chicken Little this 
year to note what strides humans 
made in their quest to project their 
own quirky species traits onto the 
unsuspecting others of the wild 
kingdom. Bats, dinosaurs, and sil- 
verback gorillas all carried 


Hollywood’s key themes in 2005. I 
love long suffering, the staple ingre- 
dient of melodrama, so I'd be proud 
to hoist the penguin flag. But what 
is more typically asked of beasts on 
celluloid is that they step off the 
page of Wallace Stegner’s 
“Wilderness Letter” to break us 
from what Stegner termed “our 
technological termite life.” (And 
what’s wrong with termite life, the 
true naturalist, or Microcosmos or 
Hellstrom Chronicle fan might ask?) 
Animals often arrive on screen as 
Rousseau’s noble savages, reminders 
of a freedom stolen by the still 
unsigned social contract. Unlike 
March of the Penguins, which was 
truly innovative in its perhaps reac- 
tionary message, most animal 
movies remind one of liberties lost 
or unexplored. Surely, there’s no 
better time to fantasize about ani- 
mal life than the present, given 
advances in nature photography 
and retrenchments in the nature 
available to be photographed. 
There’s certainly no better setting 
in which to view the natural world 
as a fantasy than New York City, 
where human civilization has been 
running amok for centuries. To 
view NYC as part of nature, as 


Steven Spielberg did when immersing it in 
water in 2001’s A.I., is itself to spell out 
apocalypse for an audience. This season, the 
return of the repressed takes the form of the 
25-foot gorilla who brings true love and 
loyalty (see also: penguins) back to a city 
that’s lost its heart to the Great Depression. 
The poor are prostituting themselves on 
streets and stages, waiting for their close- 
ups. The rich are traversing the red carpet 
to cynically laugh at the return of nature’s 
brute force, which they arrogantly believe 
they can contain. Like he was 70 years 
before, King Kong is misunderstood in 
NYC. 

But what was monstrous in the 30s — 
the Great Ape — is nearly gone now, and 
therefore must be sentimentalized before 
being numbed out by military assault. 
Despite the post-9/11 pornography — 
planes circling tall buildings, which I guess 
audiences will now never tire of — the last 
third of the film is great romantic melodra- 
ma between the sexiest pseudo-silverback 
gorilla yet seen on the big screen and his 
would-be lover (who calls to mind less a 
Faye Wray than a Diane Fossey or Jane 
Goodall). Nature’s beast has returned with 
full libido and a message of love, never 
mind that the second third of the film is a 
tedious parade of computer-generated 
insects and swamp leeches that look too 
much like uncircumcised penises, which 
will leave many with the impression that the 
few remaining stands of rainforest should 
truly and finally be stamped out. 

We share much less DNA with the other 
species challenging New York in blockbuster 
style this year. But bats are the perfect com- 
plement to Gotham. Like New Yorker Travis 
Bickle, they live in crowded conditions yet 
symbolize antisocial behavior. Theirs is a 
New York where forces of nature have only 
temporarily been buried. Bruce Wayne, for 
one, knows how to harness their anarchist 
spirit for extralegal justice, which has 
become a popular theme in Wild West 
America. As odious as another use of the 
terror-threat-as-entertainment is, Batman 
Begins matches a moody force of nature 
with NYC in a way no other member of the 
Batman franchise has. It’s not so much 
Batman, certainly not Robin (mysteriously 
absent in the year of Brokeback), but a 
colony of carefully marshaled (and 
American Humane—monitored) bats who 
save the day. 

It’s of course easy to see nature’s wild 
beasts as fantasy in fiction films. In docu- 
mentaries on similarly untamed animals, we 
tend to follow where the director leads. 
Lemmings, for instance, aren't actually sui- 
cidal animals — their mad group-leap off a 
cliff in Disney’s 1958 “documentary” White 
Wilderness was cruelly, carefully, staged. 
Werner Herzog, for one, would like to 
replace what you think you know about 
nature from cable destinations like Animal 
Planet — friendly snakes and the like — 
with his own set of projections onto the 
wild. ~ . 

In Grizzly Man, a warm documentary on 
Timothy Treadwell, the grizzly memoirist 
and nature videographer who was himself 
eaten by a grizzly in 2001, Herzog hits a 
cold note when it comes to nature. “I 
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believe the common denominator of the 
world is not harmony,” he narrates, “but 
chaos, hostility, and murder.” And yes, you 
have heard that before from the director, 
who has the jungle (not “rainforest”) expe- 
rience to back it up, and you will likely hear 
it again. Where Treadwell sees friendship in 
the eyes of grizzlies and foxes of Alaska’s 
outback, Herzog sees only “cold indiffer- 
ence.” The bears, he reminds us, eat their 
own to further their chances at what he 
terms “fornication.” Sure, Grizzly Man 
shows nature as a Rorschach test, but the 
beauty in the project is how Herzog takes 
the opportunity not so much to render a 
final verdict on undisturbed nature, but to 
examine the human nature of people who 
decide to live and die there. He notes 
Treadwell unexpectedly headed back to the 
wilderness in the most dangerous season of 
all only after encountering an unyielding 
bureaucrat in an airport, post-9/11. Who 
wouldn’t rather face down a grizzly? 

The most fascinating films to treat animal 
behavior this year could generally be listed 
under the heading “Beast, Man As.” The 
murderous late-season grizzly’s got nothing 
on humans when it comes to brutality. In 
Michael Haneke’s Hidden, the beastly 
actions — a childhood crime and a national 
one, France’s massacre of Algerians in 1961 
— are initially left offscreen, but they ter- 
rorize the mind of the film’s protagonist via 
surveillance footage that intends to cut 
through to his conscience. In David 
Cronenberg’s A History of Violence, the 
beast brilliantly reunites with its previously 
“civilized” host to become a fully human 
animal — and killer protagonist — again. 
But it’s Sam Mendes’s Jarhead that allows us 
to watch and wonder at the formation of 
the human beast. The military mission, as 
spelled out in the film, is to decivilize 
human beings, which, the film and book 
argue, is the appeal of joining: It’s not the 
camaraderie, it’s the brutality. When two of 
these newly minted human “animals” can’t 
climax with a kill in Gulf War I, they wither. 
Of course, the more philosophical Herzog 
drew the apocalyptic Lessons of Darkness 
from the oil fires of the first Gulf War: 
Chaos, hostility and murder won. Here, as 
Jamie Fox’s Sergeant Sykes savors the pleas- 
ures of being rained on by petroleum, we 
watch just how chaos, hostility, and murder 
persist. As the penguins have taught us, ani- 
mals can find ways to take pleasure in 
pain. %

When the material was edited together by Ms. X, 
arguably America’s sharpest film essayist, | could not 
help but feel deeply moved by the way her camera 
advanced through the montage, with simple craft 
and understated compositions that did not detract 
from or trivialize the raw documentary power of the 
photographic record. 

This brave maker — who | am proud to claim as 


_ a product of a journalism department right here in 


our own backyard — also displayed the same gravi- 
tas in last year’s exposé on Guantanamo, A X in X, 
for which she certainly should have been Oscar- 
nominated. | am afraid to say her chances are even 
worse with this year's masterwork. | mean, with 
practically no one seeing her feature-length piece, 
what can you really expect?

Balancing the actor-man ledgers: talent versus hunkdom. By Dennis Harvey 


mong the least-expected things 

about 2005 was that it would 

turn out to be the Year That 

Heath Broke. Who'd have 

guessed? Just a few months 
ago, he was a later-model Ryan 
Philippe with an Aussie surfie accent. 
OK, he was good as the suicidal son 
in Monster’s Ball, and as Ned Kelly in- 
that mediocre film, but otherwise his 
résumé was filled by roles any cute 
young thang could’ve done — and 
done about as well. A Knight’s Tale? 
The Order? These are movies that 
float twentysomething careers 
doomed to expire at age 30. 

But whoo-hoo: His Moondoggie- 
like Skip in the undervalued Lords of 
Dogtown-was a thing of outsize 
comic beauty. By contrast, Ennis — 
name as constipated as his emotions 
— in Brokeback Mountain was one 
of the most profoundly moving 
studies in reticence and repression 
yet committed to celluloid. That film 
is so sure-footed it might still devas- 
tate with a less-inspired central turn 
— but thank god other actors

declined it before Ledger. Both these 
performances seem drawn from a 
well deeper, and a craft more 
matured, than his 26 years would 
lead one to expect. 

For my money, Ennis trumps the 
extraordinary, similarly award-bait- 
ing immersions by Philip Seymour 
Hoffman as Capote and David 
Strathairn as Edward R. Murrow in 
Good Night, and Good Luck. Partly 
because those sorts of roles, re-cre- 
ating actual personalities we can 
still witness on film or video, 
invariably carry a whiff of “stunt” 
about them. But more, Ledger has 
the benefit of fiction’s neater tragic 
arc (truisms aside, real life generally 
makes for inferior drama) and of 
surprising us by rendering unrecog- 
nizable the pretty-boy actor we - 
thought we knew. 

This year was even worse than 
usual in terms of opportunities for 
leading actresses. But for leading 
actors, it was a very good annum 
— as well as an instructive one. 
Guys who had banner years — 


including Ledger, Ralph Fiennes, 
Peter Sarsgaard, Jeff Daniels, 
Johnny Depp, and even Kevin 
Costner — did so largely because 
they were willing to mix up large 
and small films, primary and sup- 
porting roles, “star” ones and 
unsympathetic or slobbish charac- 
ters. Nothing about Hollywood (for 
simplicity’s sake we won't deal with 
the year’s foreign films here) is tilt- 
ed toward encouraging performers 
to “reinvent” themselves. Safe bets 
are invariably favored by a bottom 
line—focused industry. So ultimately 
it’s up to an actor alone to stay 
nimble and relevant. 

Good careers do happen to bad 
actors, the merely hot or right-place- 
right-timing. But genuine talent is 
always plentiful — disadvantageously 
so, given the musical-chairs nature of 
movie stardom. How many excellent 
performers fade because their overly 
catered-to image becomes stale, or 
they rack up too many good-on-paper 
vehicles that fail in execution? In the 
latter department, some guys never get

the right break: Eric Bana and 
Thomas Jane have had “breakthrough” 
roles in movies no one saw over and 
over again. (Having starred in several 
movies everyone saw, Orlando Bloom 
might now be considered a legitimate- 
ly failed “star.”) Yet perennial also-ran 
Christian Bale finally made it, it 
seems, via Batman (one of his least- 
challenging parts) in °05. 

Commercial expectations versus 
artistic cred remains a difficult bal- 
ance to maintain for everyone who 
hasn't reached untouchable iconic 
status a la the Pitt and the Cruise, 


- where media skepticism no longer 


matters. (Of course, you can still fry 
that flameproof barrier by other 
means — like becoming heir appar- - 
ent to Michael Jackson’s celebrity 
nutjob throne.) Will Smith and 
Matthew McConaghey, to name a 
couple, are occasionally striking 
actors who too often choose generic 
vehicles; Training Day aside, Denzel 
Washington seems uneasily backed 
against a wall at present as his gener- 
ation’s Sidney Poitier. 

At least they appear sane. Prestige 
thespian Russell Crowe has burned 
too many bridges as an off-screen 
jerk, and Colin Farrell — leaving the 
year with the two illnesses most like- 
ly to be suffered in a press release, 
“exhaustion” and “addiction to pre- 
scription medications” — is his pre- 
mature matey-in-waiting. They're 
good actors, mostly. But can (or 
should) anyone survive so much self- 
generated ill will? On the flip side, 
can a surplus of goodwill prevent 
Joaquin Phoenix from flaming out? 
The world doesn’t need another too- 
sensitive-to-live James Dean. We'd 
rather find out what Dean could 
have accomplished (and Phoenix is 
already way beyond that). 

Meanwhile the star-making 
machinery churns on. In terms of 
delight per screen-time minute, 
Steve Zahn should be a huge star 
already.

Even once-untouchable luminaries 
like Pacino, DeNiro, Newman, 
Redford, and Hoffman (let alone 
poor Sly Stallone) have found the 
path to graceful late-career character 
roles uncomfortably mined by prior 
expectations and reductive projects. 
As ever, it’s a buyer’s market — and 
the deals so often end up as empty as 
the current Casanova, which man- 
ages to return Ledger to his pre-2005 
status as smirking himbo. +

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The other George 


He’s suave — and he votes. By Cheryl Eddy 


ight around this time last year, 

George Clooney’s dashing mug 

was plastered everywhere, all 

for the good of Ocean’s Twelve. 

Frankly, the man was coasting. 
Steven Soderbergh’s sequel was pretty 
much the same movie as Ocean’s 
Eleven, except set abroad. One could 
make the case that Twelve was an 
excuse for Clooney and cronies to get 
paid for taking an extended European 
vacation. 

But in 2005, a different side of 
Clooney emerged at the multiplex. 
After a screening of his second direc- 
torial effort, Good Night, and Good 
"Luck, a chronicle of news legend 
Edward R. Murrow’s fight against 
McCarthyism, I overheard someone 
describing Clooney as if he were a 
superhero: “See, he uses his powers 
for good, not evil.” (Just don’t ask 
him to play a superhero. Thank good- 
ness Batman Begins did so well; 
Clooney’s been wearing the mark of a 
franchise-killer since Batman and 
Robin bombed in 1997.) His costar- 
ring role in the Middle East oil drama 
Syriana further clinched it: The for- 
mer TV doctor has found his niche as 
a lefty megastar. Not only that, he’s 
smart enough to push his politics 
through movies that people actually 
want to see. 

Of course, a year ago he was just 
your average celebrity, albeit an out- 
spoken Democrat who'd publicly 
feuded with Bill O'Reilly. Alongside 
Sean Penn and Susan Sarandon, 
Clooney was an obvious target for 
Team America: World Police’s skewer- 
ing of self-righteous actor-activists. 
History will remember Team America 
for the puppet sex, but the movie's 
key political message wasn’t that far 
removed from similar ideas conveyed 
by 2004’s most high-profile political 
films, including Fahrenheit 9/11 and 
multiple Robert Greenwald docs. 
Basically, you could sum ’em all up 
like this: “George W. Bush fucking 
sucks.” Clearly, plenty of people 
agreed — Fahrenheit 9/11 grossed 
more than $100 million — but box- 
office success didn’t end up being 
enough to influence the election. Is it 
possible that audience members sat 
through Michael Moore’s takedown 
of the war on terror and still decided 
to hand Bush another term in office? 
Or, more likely, were all those tickets 
bought by people who already knew 
they weren't voting Republican? 

Whatever. When even the biggest 
documentary of all time (yep, the 
penguin army is still marching 
behind Fahrenheit) can’t change 
enough minds to drive Bush out of 
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Clooney cloning: In 2005, George Clooney went retro as Good Night, and Good Luck’s 


television producer Fred Friendly, and chubbo as Syriana's burnt-out CIA agent Bob Barnes. 


the White House, it’s time to find a 
new way — cinematically speaking 
— to present the argument. This is 
where Clooney comes in: Even as 
Syriana’s bloated, bearded, burned- 
out CIA agent, he’s still easier on the 
eyes than Moore. He’s George Clooney, 
man — dapper or not, even suspi- 
cious red-staters can’t resist his 
charms. Writer-director Stephen 
Gaghan’s movie isn’t perfect, but at 
least it has the guts to poke around in 
the shadowy world of the global oil 
industry, revealing based-on-truth 
(and intrinsically linked) plotlines 
involving corporate players, govern- 
ment suits, Persian Gulf royalty, and 
suicide bombers. 

But Good Night, and Good Luck is 
undoubtedly Clooney’s greatest suc- 
cess of 2005. His directorial debut, 
Confessions of a Dangerous Mind, was 
flashy and fun, but Good Night is 
weightier and more technically 


sophisticated, and it weaves a (some-_ 


what heavy-handed) plot using real 
news footage that, as Clooney himself 
has pointed out, does for today’s 
political climate (national security, 


national féar, television stations focus- 


ing on fluff, etc.) what The Crucible 
did for the Red Scare — which is in 
turn what Good Night is about, at 
least on the surface, Clooney also 
proves to be an actor who knows how 
to direct other actors, which is exem- 
plified by David Strathairn’s impecca- 
ble performance as Murrow. 
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And maybe, just maybe, someone 
who wouldn’t go see a Moore 
movie would go see Good Night, 
and Good Luck. And then they’d 
start thinking about something 
other than what size popcorn to get 
at the concession stand. And maybe 
they'd pick up a newspaper, or read 
a book or a blog, or tune in to the 
news, and start questioning their 
own political beliefs. If the 
Clooney-verse keeps expanding, the 
way it did in 2005, it just might 
happen.

n 2005 the term family film could 
refer to a couple of things.

stares. Hawkes’s character sets his 
own hand on fire (in front of his 
sons), while Murray’s sleeps with an 
ex-lover (in the room next to her 
teenage daughter); for both, being 
estranged from one’s family means 
being estranged from the world, 
desperate for feeling. 

Despite these characters’ consid- 
erable pain, though, the ache of a 
failing nuclear family found its 
fountainhead in Noah Baumbach’s 
The Squid and the Whale, an 
unflinching, harrowing document 
of familial decay that manages a 
tremendous degree of humanity 
despite its striking lack of redemp- 
tion. Baumbach’s association with 
Wes Anderson is clear in the film’s 
rhythmic, punchy dialogue, but 
while the depth of Anderson’s films 
can indeed largely be traced to his 
Salinger-style family portraits, never 
has he made a film as lean and 
focused as The Squid and the Whale. 

Behind each one of the musings 
of father Bernard (Jeff Daniels) on 
“serious” people and the snappy 
admonishments of mother Joan 
(Laura Linney), there exists a world 
of pain, yet it isn’t until we see this 
pain mirrored, distorted, and mis- 
understood by sons Frank and Walt 
(Owen Kline and Jesse Eisenberg) 
that The Squid and the Whale bur- 
rows under our skin. As Walt echoes 
Bernard in instructing the loving 
Sophie to “stop being so difficult,” 
so young Frank responds to his 
mother’s prominent sex life in a 
series of confused masturbation 
exercises. Adolescence is inevitably 
awkward, but the pangs of Frank 
and Walt’s coming-of-age are more 
bitter than sweet; faced with the dis- 
solution of their family, the vulnera- 
ble boys seek out selfhood by pick- 
ing a parent and, in the process, are 
nearly crushed by their predeces- 
sors’ damaged lives. The sudden 
ending, so reminiscent of The 400 
Blows freeze finale, pictures Walt as 
an exhausted and expectant young 
man thrust into growing up by 
forces beyond his understanding or 
control. 

Considering The Squid and the 
Whale weeks after seeing it, it’s 
hard not to see the film as an heir

Memoirs of a Geisha does more than just offend its Asian American 
viewers — it rhapsodizes the disappearing Asian actress.

I guess Asians and Asian Americans 
should feel fortunate that, at the very 
least, Asian actresses were installed in 
the central roles of Memoirs, rather 
than, oh, Christina Ricci kitted out 
with the fake Japanese accent she 
“perfected” for the last Beck album. 
Nonetheless, it’s surreal for Guess 
That Race-ists, watching clearly 
Chinese faces transposed on already 
well-stylized geisha paper dolls. 

Considering Japan’s history as a 
colonializing power and its efforts to 
scrub its textbooks of shameful 
wartime atrocities in China and the 
enlistment of “comfort women” into 
sexual servitude in Korea, Memoirs’ 
racial swap is like a bad ethnic joke 
with no easily parseable punch line. 

As Japan’s waning movie industry 
continues to founder in the decadent 
throes of horror and fantasy (and is 


subsequently cannibalized by the 


Hollywood remake machine), are 
Chinese women’s faces simply more 
commonly eroticized — with Zhang’s 
face becoming a familiar standard of 
Asian beauty with this year’s 2046, as 
well as Crouching Tiger, Hidden 
Dragon, Rush Hour 2, Hero, and 
House of Flying Daggers? Is this yet 
another sign of China’s rising eco- 
nomic and commercial power — as 
its actresses’ dominance in Memoirs 
translates into a form of Japanese yel- 
low (or rather, powder-white) face? 

The film wants to be your one-stop 
shopping spot for Asian femininity, a 
reductive Cliff Notes version of Kenji 
Mizoguchi’s gently heartfelt stories of 
Japanese women. In contrast to Wong 
Kar-wai’s more recent real-unreal ode 
to women, memory, and place, 2046 
— Memoirs generally comes off like 
an ’05 Japanese version of Flower 
Drum Song, a comforting, quaint 
Orientalist Cinderella story, set a safe, 
decorative remove from reality with a 
ferocious “they all look alike” track 
backward. Regardless of intention, the 
movie appears to be yet another 
bizarre, bass-ackwards love-hate letter 
to Japan: Any semblance of truth is 
again Lost in Translation and filtered 
through a tourist’s perspective. 

It’s a throwback viewpoint as blue- 
eyed, mutant, and faux as Zhang’s 
colored contacts and Chiyo/Sayuri’s

backlash, about a decade after the 
90s stateside emergence of Chinese 
actors such as Jet Li, Jackie Chan, and 
Chow Yun-fat and behind-the-cam- 
era counterparts like directors John 
Woo and Ang Lee and fight choreog- 
rapher Yuen Wo-ping. Even Asian 
film—phile Quentin Tarantino 
showed more sensitivity and, yipes, 
subtlety, in casting Chinese American 
Lucy Liu as Kill Bills half-breed 
assassin O-Ren Ishii, torn between 
her Chinese wuxia and Japanese 
samurai traditions of cinematic arte- 
rial spray. 

So where was Oren in 2005? Apart

By Robert Avila 


entral to the making of a martyr 

is the making of the martyr video. 

So we discover in a key scene in 

Hany Abu-Assad’s Paradise Now, 

one of this year’s best films, which 
follows the troubled (not to say trou- 
bling) mission of two would-be suicide 
bombers from the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank, best friends Said (Kais Nashef) 
and Khaled (Ali Suliman). 

Striking the iconic pose, Khaled holds 
his written remarks on a sheet of paper 
in one hand while balancing a machine 
gun with the other. Around his neck is 
the black-and-white checkered 
Palestinian kaffiyeh, as he reads the pre- 
pared statement with quavering emo- 
tion into the video camera. The camera, 
he’s told, wasn’t working. He'll have to 
do it again. The camera still seems to be 
faulty. Take three! Now he’s growing 
impatient with the production. But the 
crew members are serene and reassure 
him. As he starts again, they take out 
sandwiches and begin idly eating and 
watching. Khaled is thrown once more, 
but also reminded of something. 
Looking into the camera, he tells his 
mother of a better deal he’s found for 
her on water filters. Thus the politics of 
representation in modern-day Palestine. 
It’s an issue very much at the heart of 
Paradise Now’s sleek, sophisticated, and 
deeply humane exploration of the 
Palestinian-Israeli struggle. 

By contrast — and for all its high- 
end production values, even higher 
profile, and extensive commercial 
reach — Steven Spielberg’s Munich is 
a winding, windy, and ultimately 
impoverished approach to the same 
conflict. (Although you'd never know 
it was the same conflict, so distracted 
is its trajectory.) 

Even as a suspense-thriller, per se, 
Spielberg’s “take on terror” never does 
much to reapproach the genre, being 
that it’s stocked with the usual tension 
devices, action sequences, and plot 
twists.

Given the myth that the genre died in a furious post-Vietnam flash (mostly courtesy 
of Sam Peckinpah), the current adulation is curious. The western, of course, has never 
disappeared, with Dance of the Wolves nabbing all sorts of awards and art-house 
directors like Jim Jarmusch (Dead Man) taking the genre to new poetic heights, but 
there’s something different about Brokeback Mountain and The Three Burials of 


Melquiades Estrada. 


Part of this has to do with the films’ naturalism — they're not obsessively self- 
referential, weighed down by the genre’s crushing tropes and history. More obvious, 
but no less significant, is the social-problem angle. Both Ang Lee and Tommy Lee 
Jones entangle their westerns with contentious social matters — homosexuality and 
immigration — and, in doing this, they preserve a long-standing tradition. With a 
generic landscape so rich in myth and symbols, studio filmmakers turn to the western 
to trace America’s evolving character, and, indeed, Lee and Jones do it the right way, 
situating their stories around knife-sharp dualities between wilderness and civilization, 


individual and community. 


This isn’t the first time there’s been a buzz about a genre’s resurgence, and the 
conglomerate organization of the movie business doesn’t need genre the way the 
Studio system of old did, but it seems reasonable to hope that Brokeback Mountain 
and The Three Burials of Melquiades Estrada at \east make the western a viable 
option.

against critics in the run-up to the Iraq 
invasion. 

Spielberg's film is careful to point 
back to 1930s and ’40s Europe and 
forward to present-day America. The 
sympathy and ufderstanding indeed 
owed to Europe’s Jewish population 
since the Nazi genocide (“The world 
has played rough with your tribe,” a 
former French resistance fighter tells 
Ayner. “It’s right that you play rough 
back”) mingles here with the dilem- 
ma faced by modern nation-states 
supposedly balancing a fight against 
terrorism with the promise of an 
open society. Despite fleeting and 
often double-edged attempts to 
humanize the Palestinians, Munich 
works hard to displace the real but 
largely unspoken moral quandary 
haunting its subject — Israel’s ongo- 
ing dispossession and occupation of 
an indigenous population. +

After a Sundance world premiere for 
my first feature, many wonderful 
screenings, mostly rave reviews, and 
even a few awards, I'd say 2005 was 
a pretty great year for me as a film- 
maker. As usual my memory of the- 
atrically released films of the year is 
a bit fuzzy, with the exception of 
Chicken Little (thumbs down) and 
Brokeback Mountain (thumbs up, but 
could the studio please stop saying, 
“it’s nota gay film”?). 

My heartiest 2005 enthusiasms 
are for the old and the not yet 
released. Look for a US theatrical 
release of Thom Fitzgerald’s brilliant, 
devastating global AIDS epic, 3 
Needles. | got to see a matinee at the 
Vancouver International Film Festival 
and was a wreck for 24 hours. This 
year | also rediscovered two personal 
lightning bolts from 1986 and was 
struck by how influential they were 
to me as a filmmaker. Ross 
McElwee’s Sherman's Marchis a 
neurotic self-portrait of his pursuit of 
the women of the South (and part of 
a gorgeous newly released McElwee 
box set from First Run Features). 
Louis Malle’s God's Country is an 
obscure made-for-PBS documentary 
about struggling farmers in Glencoe, 
Minn. (and is set for a 2006 DVD 
release from Criterion). 

Sherman’s March is clearly the 
more innovative of the two, and it 
has also enjoyed far greater acclaim 
and exposure. But God's Country is 
ultimately the more sophisticated. 
Both films draw portraits of human 
pathos. But where McElwee reveals 
wacky, delusional Southern women, 
with a palpable sense of disrespect 
for his subjects, Malle interacts with 
equally extreme characters in the 
North and manages to express a 
profound sense of respect and 
admiration, enabling viewer sympa- 
thy for the characters and, 
ultimately, for ourselves. God's 
Country is a truly transcendent per- 
sonal documentary.

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A few weekends ago | stepped out of the 
holiday shopping madness straight into the 
sound of Goapele’s voice. As far as city-style 
happy coincidences go, | can hardly think of 
a greater one. I'd enjoyed her debut CD, 
Closer, but | still had no idea she could sing 
the way she was on that chilly, gray Sunday. 
Simply put, her voice was capital B, capital /, 
capital G. More than that, it had a multicol- 
ored quality as it sailed across Union Square, 
finding the nuances of a new groove called 
“Find Away.” Today, listening to Change It All, 
| have to start out by saying that no producer 
— including a big name like Linda Perry — 
has yet to capture, or do justice to, the size 
and beauty of Goapele’s voice; listening to 
her recordings, you couldn't be blamed for 
thinking she’s a smooth operator with a 
small instrument, when the reality is quite 
different. Goapele is definitely taking some 
inspiration from “A Change Is Gonna 
Come"—era Sam Cooke, and during this cyn- 
ical and beaten-down era, the taste is sweet, 
even when the truth it faces is bitter. “Find 
Away” and the title track stand out as two 
initial faves, and I’m feeling her collaboration 
with handsome Clyde Carson of the Team on 
“Different.” Check it out — you won't regret 
it.

Si-Cops 
Untitled CD-R 


Si-Cops is the solo recordings of lan Knox of 
the garage tribute group the Roachclips. 
With very little foreknowledge, | was pleas- 
antly surprised by the mix of spatial drone 
and delicate fingerpicking guitar on this col- 
lection spanning home recordings from 
1993 to 2004. Much like fellow Roachclip 
John Dwyer’s OCS, Si-Cops reveals a rockist 
archetype shedding layers of scuzz for sonic 
vulnerability. The pretty noise wafts are ex- 
emplified on tracks like “Algebra of Greed,” 
with delay swirls pooling up and lingering 
like thick smoke billows. The acoustic guitar 
pieces are occasionally augmented by some 
keyboard layers, as on “Arythmatix”, but 
“Sans Soeil” ’s naked twang is more of a 
standout. The juxtaposition of somber 
melodic moments and hissing noise layers 
brings to mind the sounds of New Zealand's 
Flying Nun label or contemporaneous travel- 
ers like Wooden Wand and Six Organs of Ad- 
mittance. As an instrumental act, Si-Cops 
avoids the pitfall of having to fill that lyrical 
void many neo-folk types might fill with 
spiritual babble; the handful of samples and 
distorted vocals are more like reminders of 
the inadequacy of language. | don’t think 
Knox performs out with this act, which 
makes total sense, as these recordings have 
an almost agoraphobic sense of intimacy.

As part of its Pride Sea- 
son 11, New Conservatory Theatre Center 
presents Steve Kluger’s two-act romantic com- 
edy that’s about as light and sweet as any holi- 
day confection. The play follows a pretty sim- 
ple recipe: In act one, two guys meet in a diner 
and fall in love; in act two, they meet again in 
the diner five years later and six months after 
they’ve broken up. The likable Markham 
Miller and Carlos Barrera have good stage 
chemistry and comic timing. While Kluger 
tries to introduce a darker side to the relation- 
ship, subjects like HIV and inequality come off 
as forced plot points. Not that it matters. With 
snappy and sexy dialogue peppered with jokes 
and references to gay cultural icons like Ethel 
Mermen, After Dark proves an irresistible and 
pleasing trifle. (McKevitt)

With fellow clowns Anton Bogatirev, 
Iryna lvanytska, and Valery Slemzin, Bogatirev 
works variations on circus standards with ex- 
pert zeal, including comical pantomimes in- 
volving buttons clearly marked don’t push, 
some enthralling feats of juggling (Bogatirev 
with a suitcase or a toy airplane), and skits fea- 
turing audience members dragged on stage and 
ritually humiliated to general approbation. 
There's also a cool and creepy interlude by a 
masked contortionist (Tatiana Gousarova), and 
the whole show thrusts forward on the pulsing 
rhythms of a quirky Pop score. Nevertheless, 
Aga-Boom (the title is a play on the Russian 
word for paper) has bits that are pretty thin and 
run on too long, like a clown-stalks-clown se- 
quence, while good-natured audience partict- 
pation can count overall for a bit more than the 
laughs warrant. So ha-has and oohs and ahs are 
somewhat spread out — at least until the clown 
de theatre at evening’s end. (Avila)

pressed memory of Nazi Germany’s mass per- 
secution of homosexuals (and, along the way, 


reclaiming the pink triangle as a badge of gay, 
liberation). Set in 1934, it’s the story of a gay 
man, Max (Clayton B. Hodges), passing as a 
straight Jew in Dachau, Germany’s first con- 
centration camp, in the naive belief it will in- 
crease his chances of survival in the camp's 
dismal hierarchy of victims. After being bru- 
tally and traumatically separated from his 
boyfriend, Rudy (Enrique Vallejo), and their 
heretofore carefree life in Berlin, Max gradual- 
ly befriends fellow queer prisoner Horst 
(Kevin Clarke), despite a method of physical 
and psychological terror designed to make any 
human contact or human feeling (in fact, 
everything beyond the brute instinct for self- 
preservation) —a fatal liability. Throughout 
this bleak situation and some truly harrowing 
scenes, however, runs a startlingly effortless 
strain of humor and compassion, a defiant as- 
sertion of the human spirit Sherman’s play 
brilliantly locates and kindles against an en- 
veloping darkness. All of it is conveyed in 
three outstanding performances (with strong 
support from a cast that includes Matt 
Weimer’s mercenary drag queen Greta and 
Paul Dana’s truly frightening Nazi) under 
Fisher’s sure and beautifully balanced direc- 
tion. (Avila)

In a brilliant move, the com- 
pany seats the audience nearly in the round, 
with the playing space dividing the circle in 
half — which brings the performers closer to 
the audience and virtually eliminates bad 
seats. Sure, there’s still excessive merchandis- 
ing and $18 SBC parking, but the show makes 
a more authentic connection with the audi- 
ence while still delivering the seemingly im- 
possible circus acts. Corteo (“cortege” in Ital- 
ian) chronicles the death of a clown, who 
imagines — or dreams — his own funeral 
procession, with flying angels, little people, 
clowns and, of course, circus performers. In- 
habiting the space between heaven and earth, 
women swing from chandeliers (much more 
stunning than trapezes), and acrobats spring 
from oversized, trampolinelike beds with dar- 
ing abandon. While some comic interludes 
were mistimed, other impressive acts include 
heart-stopping gymnastics on horizontal bars 
and trampolines, gravity-defying juggling, and 
an absurdist rendition of Romeo and Juliet on 
a miniature stage. This may be the most fun 
you could ever have at a funeral. (McKevitt)

You have to love the spirit behind this new 
musical comedy about San Francisco’s most 
beloved historical figures. In the 1850s, Joshua 
Norton was a rich San Francisco businessman 
until his attempt to corner the rice market 
rendered him bankrupt. He then donned 
naval regalia and marched into the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin’s office with a proclamation that 
declared himself emperor of the United States 
— which the paper published. Over the years, 
he issued more proclamations, including ones 
that dissolved Congress and ordered the 
building of a bridge between Oakland and San 
Francisco. He even printed his own money. In 
Impossible Productions’ charming musical, 
written by Kim Axelrod-Ohanneson and 
Marty Ohanneson-Axelrod, Emperor Norton 
is a slightly crazed man of the people. He sees 
the darker side of Gold Rush-era San Francis- 
co, with Barbary Coast pickpockets and dis- 
crimination against the Chinese, yet truly be- 
lieves the city — and its citizens — can rise 
from the ashes like a phoenix. Now, this isn’t a 
big-budget musical: the stage too small for set 
pieces, much less all-out dance numbers. But, 


really, that hardly matters. With terrific singers 


and comical songs, slutty dance hall girls, and 


the scene-stealing antics of Norton’s dogs 
(played by humans, of course), this love letter 
to the first and last emperor of the U.S, is a 
must-see guilty pleasure. (McKevitt)

So two of his for- 
mer privates-turned-song-and-dance men, 
along with their love interests and a chorus of 
performers, decide to put on a show (where 
else?) in the barn of the inn. During the re- 
hearsals, the show is “threatened” (but not re- 
ally) by lovers’ spats, a slower-than-molasses 
local stagehand, and an overstressed director. 
White Christmas is all about Berlin’s music — 
and musical theater aficionados as well as 
those seeking 1950s nostalgia won't be disap- 
pointed with such numbers as “Sisters,” 
“Snow,” “Love, You Didn’t Do Right by Me,” 
and, of course, the “White Christmas” finale, 
when it does indeed snow in San Francisco. 
Some may find this show rather sweet and 
hokey, but with terrific tap dance numbers, a 
beautifully detailed set, and winning perform- 
ances by the lead actors, White Christmas 
might just be the remedy for any holiday 
cynic.

Of course, true 
love prevails: Peter realizes that his mate’s soul 
has been switched, and soon he’s having inti- 
mate conversations with Rita in the old man’s 
body. These scenes, with Christopher W. Jones 
as Peter and Joe Bellan as the old man, are sur- 
prisingly touching. The comic delight is Lau- 
ren English as Rita after the transformation. 
Whether checking out her own body or trying 
to make out with Peter, English revels in 
bringing out the old man inhabiting Rita’s 
body. Prem Lathi’s apt costuming adds to the _ 
effect. The first half of the play is less success- 
ful: Though the scenes move quickly and 
smoothly under Bill English’s direction, we 
never fully get the passion between Peter and 
Rita, making the play’s final message about the 
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power of love seem empty like the relationship 
between them.

opera, in a lavishly designed, well-cast produc- 
tion at the Berkeley Rep, overseen by artistic 
director Tony Taccone. An allegory of good 
and evil, Brundibar concerns a young brother 
and sister thwarted in their attempt to buy 
milk for their ailing mother by the town’s 
reigning bully, the organ grinder Brundibar, 
until three talking animals lead them and the 
rest of the town’s children in a revolt. Born 
amid the rising tyranny of the Nazis, and fa- 
mously performed by imprisoned children of 
Terezin (Hitler's “model ghetto,” from which 
both composer and most of his child-cast 
were sent on to die at Auschwitz), Brundibdr’s 
kooky fairytale comes wrapped in an aura of 
deep and mixed emotion — brought out 
equally in Krasa’s lush, dynamic score (per- 
formed by members of the Berkeley Sympho- 
ny) and Kushner’s subtle translation-adapta- 
tion of the libretto. But if unable to deny the 
persistence of evil, Brundibdr insists that free- 
dom and human solidarity overcome the 
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greatest obstacles when understood as syn- 
onyms for each other. Beautifully presented, 
together with an equally fine staging of Czech 
composer Bohuslav Martinu’s contemporane- 
ous Comedy on the Bridge (in which a group of 
citizens find themselves absurdly, dangerously 
trapped on a bridge between two warring 
towns), Berkeley Rep’s unique holiday pro- 
gram isa lively, wise, and gently wistful treat 
for the senses. (Avila)

Ballets Russes Dan Geller and Dayna 
Goldfine’s documentary Ballet Russes is fabu- 
lously entertaining — a great yarn, well 
spun. Though Geller and Goldfine have 
made a film on dance before (1988's Isadora 
Duncan; Movement from the Soul), Russes’s 
hook isn’t the art form but the people, most 
of them very old. The film untangles the 
complicated strands of Sergei Diaghilev’s de- 
scendants. When Diaghilev, creator of Di- 
aghilev’s Ballets Russes in Monte Carlo, died 
in 1929, his company died with him. Out of 
the ashes rose two ensembles: one of the 
them the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo, the 
other the Original Ballet Russe. (Just to make 
things even more confusing, for a while in 
the ’40s there was also a Grand Ballet de

Monte Carlo.) Like members of any family 
with an inheritance, the two companies 
fiercely competed for dancers, for choreogra- 
phers, and for audiences. The interviews 
Geller and Goldfine conducted gave them 
access to an extraordinary treasure trove of 
photos, film, programs, and flyers from a pe- 
riod of nonstop traveling by both companies 
that brought ballet to the hinterlands of 
America. Russes’ greatest pleasure, however, 
is meeting so many of these dancers, most of 
them well into their 80s and still full of 
sparkle and enthusiasm, ready to do it all 
over again.

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near-universal disapproval. (When his adop- 
tive mother shrills “I'll parade you up and 
down the street in your shame!”, ever preco- 
cious Kitten mewls “Promise?”) While eter- 
nally searching for his real mother, Kitten 
experiences love, platonic and otherwise, 
with men including glam rocker Billy Rock 
(Gavin Friday), kindly boozebag Uncle Bul- 
garia (Brendan Gleeson), magician Bertie 
(Stephen Rea), and Father Bernard (Liam 
Neeson), the priest who just might be the se- 
cret “da” of our hero(-ine). Stringing to- 
gether a slightly surreal series of episodes 
that encompass IRA violence, prostitution, 
and employment as a theme-park furry, this 
is the kind of picaresque narrative that sel- 
dom translates well from literature to the 
screen. And indeed, the transplant never 
quite takes, largely because Kitten — as 
written and duly played — is an eccentric 
yet utterly passive observer whose emotions 
run not skin-deep but makeup-deep. The 
result is offbeat, but a tad too twee and never 
very involving. (2:09) (Harvey) 
Brokeback Mountain Brokeback Moun- 
tain’s succinct pitch — “the gay cowboy 
movie” — may be accurate enough, but it’s 
really too simple a tag to hang on Ang Lee’s 
gorgeous film. Adapted by Larry McMurtry 
and Diana Ossana from Annie Proulx’s short 
story, Brokeback opens in 1963 Wyoming as 
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two men seek a summer's worth of work 
tending sheep on an isolated mountain. The 
pair — garrulous Jack Twist (Jake Gyllen- 
haal) and taciturn Ennis Del Mar (Heath 
Ledger) — soon settle into a routine revoly- 
ing around coyotes and campfires. Without 
much warning, after just a few sidelong 
glances you might notice just because you're 
waiting for ’em, the friendship becomes 
something more — something entirely unfa- 
miliar in the world of conventional westerns. 
When the summer ends, it seems the ro- 
mance — which breaks nearly every rela- 
tionship taboo under Wyoming's big, conser- 
vative sky — must too. As The Notebook, and 
Titanic, and a bajillion other movies and sto- 
ries (starting with the likes of Romeo and 
Juliet) have taught us, it’s much more 
thrilling and memorable when the happiness 
of the fated pair is threatened by towering 
obstacles. Those who'd shun this beautiful 
movie for its gay content couldn’t be missing 
out more. If you must stick a label on Broke- 
back, you can call it the year’s greatest love 
story — and hold out hope that soon, you'll 
be able to call it Best Picture. (2:14) (Eddy) 
Capote Truman Capote’s life resists easy 
summary, so it’s appealing that the first Hol- 
lywood biopic on the author ignores formu- 
la and turns one agonizing chapter of his life 
into an opportunity for an essay. Though 
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Capote is based on the 1988 Gerard Clarke 
biography, Bennett Miller’s film actually has 
a lot more in common with Janet Malcolm’s 
1990 The Journalist and the Murderer (a rela- 
tionship the filmmakers also acknowledge). 
It’s not so much a story of Capote (Philip 
Seymour Hoffman) as the illustration of the 
question Malcolm so artfully dodged: What, 
really, do journalists owe their subjects? In 
this case, what did the glittering Capote owe 
the two killers who lent him their life stories 
for his nonfiction “novel”? Hints of the hun- 
dred separate movies that could be made 
from Capote’s life emerge in key details: The 
scarf he rattles like a saber in Kansas’s cop 
HQ calls to mind the family warfare that ac- 
companied his growing up gay in the ’30s 
and ’40s; the bottle of booze he doesn’t seem 
to leave home without foreshadows a grim 
decline. This film makes a wonderful habit 
of entering ensemble scenes midsentence, 
creating a vérité feel without the sea-sicken- 
ing camera, and it’s hard to find fault with 
the casting: Catherine Keener, gently butch 
as the conscience of the film, Harper Lee, 
nails Capote’s alter ego and “research assis- 
tant,” hired for her ability to steward the 
writer into Holcomb, Kan.’s housewives’ 
hearts. (1:50) (Gerhard) 

Casanova For those who lament that, after 
Lords of Dogtown and Brokeback Mountain, 
Heath Ledger can no longer be looked upon 
as just another pretty face — fear not, he 
still can. Delivering the lightweight perform- 
ance one might have expected from the star 
of A Knight’s Tale — if nothing since — he’s 
merely decorative as the centerpiece of this 
bonbon. Directed by Lasse Hallstrém (like- 
wise reverting to the level of Chocolat rather 
than What's Eating Gilbert Grape or The 
Cider House Rules), Casanova is the kind of 
strenuously farcical “romp” that frisks and 
preens about like an ox under the delusion 
that it’s a show pony. As history’s most noto- 
rious womanizer, a smirking Ledger hardly 
seems to have a drop of real licentiousness 
in him — but then the heavily contrived 
script by Jeffrey Hatcher (of the identically 
imitative, faux-witty Stage Beauty) and Kim- 
berly Simi is rigged so he almost immediate- 
ly wants to reform, for love of a spunky little 
wouldn’t-you-know-it protofeminist (dull 
Sienna Miller). This is a film more crude 
than clever, more pandering than pleasing 
— unless you're really easy. Uh, did you like 
Chocolat? (1:48) (Harvey)

Chicken Little (1:15) 

The Chronicles of Narnia: The Lion, the Witch, 
and the Wardrobe Considering the strong af- 
fections — and dreams of magic and power 
— that children and adults have invested in 
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C.S. Lewis’s Chronicles of Narnia series, one 
wishes the makers of this initial installment 
had more confidence in their material. The 
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thrill of having that somewhat unimaginable 
imaginary world visualized — and embod- 
ied by charming actors like Georgie Henley, 
as Lucy Pevensie, and James McAvoy, as the 
faun Tumnus — remains, though director 
Andrew Adamson’s vision is disappointingly 
tame concerning this most fanciful of stories. 
Despite the seduction of the narrative and 
the veritable menagerie of well-animated 
unicorns, beavers, tigers, lions, and bears 
darting gracefully through the film — the 
film’s scope, from the initial scenes of the 
Pevensie children’s drab WWII-era British 
reality to the sunlit, modestly ecstatic back- 
drop of Narnia, with its evil White Witch 
(Tilda Swinton) and talking critters (ably 
voiced by thespians like Liam Neeson, as the 
ion Aslan), is somewhat dismayingly conser- 
vative. Let’s just say Disney and Adamson 
haven't partaken of the truly deep magic of 
Bufuel, Svankmajer, or Kubrick — or even 
Jackson, Jeunet, or Lucas. And how else to 
explain the blatant cribbing from Lord of the 
Rings and Star Wars? All the hand-wringing 
about the subtextual Christian content aside 
(which for some reason doesn’t glare when

The Dying Gaul (1:29) 

The Family Stone Looking for a feel-good 
Christmas comedy? Well, The Family Stone 
ain’t it. Thomas Bezucha’s tale of an uptight 
woman named Meredith (Sarah Jessica 
Parker) who spends Christmas with the in- 
stantly judgemental, improbably large (seri- 
ously, there’s a pregnant sister in there who 
has maybe five lines) family of her possible- 
future-husband, Everett (Dermot Mul- 
roney), aims more for your tear ducts than 
your funny bone. In other words, previews 
that make this out to be a holiday spin on 
Meet the Parents are a tad misleading. One 
thing the previews get right, however, is the 
incredibly obvious switcheroo that happens 


once Meredith meets Everett's brother (Luke 


Wilson) and Everett meets Meredith’s sister 
(Claire Danes). I’m not sure why such an 
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above-average cast (Diane Keaton plays the 
hard-to-please matriarch; Rachel McAdams 
returns to Mean Girls territory as the bitchy 
sister) signed on for this maudlin, fairly con- 
ventional home-for-the-holidays exercise — 
except Parker, who clearly relishes playing 
Meredith as the anti-Carrie. (1:42) (Eddy) 
Fun With Dick and Jane With the hindsight 
the post dot-com era affords, it’s downright 
satisfying to watch megacorporation Globo- 
dyne go down in Enron-inspired flames. It 
feels like hapless vice president Dick Harper 
(Jim Carrey) deserves to crash and burn, be- 
cause he commits the sin of believing the cor- 
porate myth and his blowhard southern boss 
(Alec Baldwin), Now his punishment is liter- 
ally racing other suits to the only job inter- 
view in town. As Dick and Jane (Téa Leoni) 
sink into white-collar poverty (they're stuck 
in their depreciating suburban house because 
selling it would put them in debt), they fail at 
menial jobs (an exceedingly tasteless se- 
quence plays illegal day labor for laughs). Iced 
mochas and crime it is, then. Leoni is a match 
for Carrey onscreen, and he manages to re- 
strain his spastic antics to two scenes, which 
are presumably the studio’s money shots. Fun 
With Dick and Jane works much better to- 
ward the beginning, when the duo are just a 
caricature of empty suburban life. As soon as 
they turn into real people with morals, the 
film becomes a snoozer. (1:25) (Koh) 

Good Night, and Good Luck (1:30) 

Harry Potter and the Goblet of Fire | was 
pretty high on Harry Potter and the Prisoner 
of Azkaban, but Harry Potter and the Goblet 
of Fire is, without a doubt, the new champ. 
Its PG-13 rating is well earned, with sinister 
spookiness and kids-in-peril all but replacing 
whimsy and wonder (though one of Harry’s 
first lines, after witnessing the TARDIS-like 
powers of a tent that looks tiny on the out- 
side and spacious on the inside, could be a 
bumper sticker for the series: “I love 
magic!” ) The Hogwarts gang are teenagers 
now, and director Mike Newell (Four Wed- 
dings and a Funeral) wisely keeps author J.K. 
Rowling’s balance of wizardry and growing 
pains intact. What could be scarier than fac- 
ing down villain Lord Voldemort (an unrec- 
ognizable Ralph Fiennes)? Try asking your 
crush to the school dance — a task that ut- 
terly paralyzes even the great Harry Potter 
(Daniel Radcliffe). (2:37) (Eddy) 

‘A History of Violence Peel away an all- 
American facade, and you'll find a murder- 
ous gangster underneath: This message lurks 
throughout David Cronenberg’s A History of 
Violence. The doc-like title of Cronenberg’s 
latest (adapting a graphic novel of the same 
name) is par for a director whose vision has 
always been coolly antiseptic, and the first 
“big word” in its title is anathema to contem- 
porary amnesia. Nonetheless, this lean and 
mean family tale has definite mainstream 
crossover appeal; Cronenberg’s version of 
national allegory trumps Clint Eastwood’s 
Mystic River, not least because it favors genre 
(Out of the Past, anyone?) and archetypes 
over bogus realism. From the Lynch-like 
diner small-talk about coffee and pie, to the 
foreboding, shiny black car slowly creeping 
into sunbathed golden settings, Americana 
fits the Canadian auteur like a surgical glove. 
The result is his best movie since Dead 
Ringers. There’s a reason the name of 
History's protagonist, Tom Stall (Viggo 
Mortensen), is so plain, so benign, though 
he’s loathe to reveal it to wife Edie (Maria 
Bello), son Jack (Ashton Holmes), and 
daughter Sarah (Heidi Hayes). Mortensen’s 
Mt. Rushmore of a face is the film’s riddle, 
allowing a pair of wonderfully outsize Mafia 
turns by a sarcastic Ed Harris and a hilarious 
William Hurt to effectively steal scenes, if not 
lives. (1:35) Red Vic, Smith Rafael. (Huston) 
Just Friends With a PG-13 rating, Just 
Friends, a kind of sanitized There's Some- 
thing About Mary, is ripe for the holidays — 
a clean getaway for packs of teens, returning 
college students, and anyone else fleeing the 
post-family-meal, sit-around-the-table-and- 
stare-blankly-at-each-other routine. It’s 
based on the classic nerdy boy revenge fan- 
tasy: a dorky, overweight teen who can’t pass 
best buds status with his pretty gal pal flees 
to LA and returns home to Jersey a decade 
later as a walking GQ cover. Or, read from 
the girl’s view: The sweet, but thoroughly 
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unattractive boy next door comes back a 
Tom Cruise lookalike who’s still hung up on 
you (Danger! Danger! Now entering the 
Jerry Maguire zone). Either way, Just Friends 
sticks to romantic comedy clichés in a big 
way. Most of the punch lines, like the plot 
are predictable, and too safe to deliver the 
way Farrelly brothers films do. There are 
some gems, though, like star Ryan Reynolds’ 
Saturday Night Live-style lip synchs. Amy 
Smart co-stars as the pretty girl, while Anna 
Faris (of Scary Movie fame) plays a bratty 
pop diva who bears an uncanny resemblance 
to Britney Spears. (1:34) (Crawford) 

King Kong The season's hairiest star has fi- 
nally arrived, after months of hype and 
post—Lord of the Rings anticipation, and he 
does not disappoint. An avowed devotee of 
the 1933 original (and maybe even the 1976 
guilty-pleasure misfire), director Peter Jack- 
son remakes the fantastical Kong story using 
all of the lavish special effects tools — and 
seemingly unlimited cash flow — at his fin- 
gertips. And it pays off: The titular beast 
(“played” by Andy Serkis, as effective here as 
he was as LOTR’s CG Gollum) gives off gen- 
uine emotion, not to mention all the roar- 
ing, chest beating, dino-smashing, and 
building climbing one giant gorilla can pro- 
vide. Even though her character spends a 
fair amount of time screaming (usually 
while clutched in Kong's giant mitt), Naomi 
Watts turns in a suprisingly nuanced per- 
formance, going from terror to wide-eyed 
wonder to adoration without slipping into 
I-am-acting-in-front-of-a-green-screen 
awkwardness. Other human cast members, 
including Jack Black (as the Kong-obsessed 
filmmaker) and Adrien Brody (as a soulful 
playwright), are fine, but this movie ain’t re- 
ally about them: The only time this three- 
hour movie drags is during its ape-free first 
hour. (3:00) (Eddy) 

= Memoirs of a Geisha If you can get over 
the first stopper — a blue-eyed non-hapa 
star geisha Sayuri with otherwise archetypal- 
ly Asian coloring played by Chinese actress 
Ziyi Zhang — chances are you might enjoy 
the old-fashioned Hollywood moviemaking 
propelling Memoirs of a Geisha. Sayuri is sold 
by her impoverished, crumbling peasant 
family into the servitude of an okiya, or 
geisha house. If she’s lucky she'll be trained 
to be a maiko, or apprentice, then a geisha — 
who, the script takes pains to point out 
(though dropping mixed messages), is an 
artist and entertainer, rather than a prosti- 
tute. When Hatsumono, the house’s gor- 
geous money-making geisha (Gong Li, dig- 
ging into her role like a spitting, tigerlike 
silent film icon), scuttles Sayuri’s career, the 
girl finds hope in kind eyes of the Chairman 
(Ken Watanabe), a local captain of industry, 
and under the wing of Hatsumoto’s rival 
geisha, Mameha (Michelle Yeoh). Consider- 
ing Japan’s longtime racial homogeneity and 
the fact that the casting reflects Western 
stereotypes about Asians “all looking alike,” 
the dominance of Chinese actresses amid 
their Japanese male counterparts like Watan- 
abe and Kiyoshi Kurosawa favorite Koji 
Yakusho (like Gong, dropping naturalism for 
operatic gestures) is puzzling, apart from 
predictable US box-office concerns. Still, 
Memoirs’ Cinderella story should be com- 
fortingly familiar for Western audiences, 
though the art-house success of Crouching 
Tiger and genre chops of Jet Li and company 
should allay any fears of middle America 
buying a major studio picture set in Japan — 
after the box office seppuku committed by 
The Last Samurai. (2:07) (Chun) 

=Mrs. Henderson Presents Anglophiles, 
vaudeville aficionados, and admirers of sassy 
old ladies everywhere, rejoice: The gods of 
cinema have brought you a holiday gift. 
Based on the true story of an uppity, eccen- 
tric, wealthy widow who reopened a dilapi- 
dated theater in the late 1930s and turned 
London's West End on its head, Stephen 
Frears’ Mrs. Henderson Presents is a refteshing 
break from the schmaltzy Christmas flicks 
and last-minute Oscar wannabes that typical- 
ly plague movie theaters this time of year. 
Shining star Dame Judi Dench is phenome- 
nal as Mrs, Henderson — mixing razor-sharp 
wit, humor, stubborn upper-class arrogance, 
sensuality, and delicious impropriety into a 
quirky, laughable, lovable, and thoroughly 


human portrait of a woman audiences will 
feel they truly know. It’s always a treat to see a 
leading role written for an actress in her gold- 
en years that isn’t a woman dying of cancer or 
Alzheimer’s. And in case anyone is wonder- 
ing, Dench, like Mrs. Henderson, may be get- 
ting older, but she’s still very much alive and 
kicking. (1:42) (Crawford) 

Munich It’s already been a very good year for 
Steven Spielberg — despite the best efforts 
of TomKat, War of the Worlds triumphed. 
But there’s no alien storyline to provide any 
sort of allegory in Munich: here, the message 
is as up-front as it is mixed. Munich begins 
as terrorists take the Israeli team hostage at 
the 1972 Munich Olympics, and the ensuing 
massacre unfolds via increasingly horrifying 
flashbacks, The film’s main story follows the 
“officially unofficial” Mossad agents (includ- 
ing Eric Bana as their leader) assigned to 
hunt down the Palestinians they hold re- 
sponsible for the tragedy, For a time, the job 
runs smoothly. The Ocean’s Eleven-ish mot- 
ley crew (the old guy, the nervous guy, the 
sharp dresser, etc.) plots creative executions 
that unfold with intense suspense, largely 
due to the technological limitations of the 
1970s (compare, say, Munich’s iffy telephone 
bomb to the 21st-century hit carried out at 
Syriana’s climax). While we're meant to 
identify with the Israeli characters, Spielberg 
is careful to show the Palestinian side, most 
notably through a minor character-who gets 
to deliver a heartfelt speech about how 
“home is everything.” Usually a dedicated 
crowd-pleaser, the director is stuck in a situ- 
ation where he really can’t designate good 
guys and bad guys, lest he end up with an 
offensive, insensitive film. Munich’s message 
is basically this: The cycle of violence is nev- 
erending — and it sure makes people feel 
bad. No news flash, that. (2:40) (Eddy) 


Naked in Ashes Even in a nation of | bil- 
lion, 13 million is a pretty respectable mi- 
nority — and that is the estimated number 
of yogis currently traveling a 5,000-year-old 
spiritual path in India. Paula Fouce’s docu- 
mentary trains its somewhat loose yet en- 
gaging focus on about twenty individuals 
around the nation. Some practice “aus- 
terites” that are downright carnivalesque: 
There’s a guy whoms been standing upright 
24/7 for 12 years, and another who attracts 
attention by pulling a fully loaded jeep with 
his, er, third arm. (As he helpfully advises, 
“This penis control trick is not for every- 
one.”) There are also yogis who take regular 
pilgrimages high into the Himalayas, walk- 
ing naked in snow, risking death from expo- 
sure. But Ashes isn’t the Mondo Cane of Hin- 
duism. Its benevolent outlook makes such 
bizarre behaviors understandable as one 
person’s path of liberation from our current 
dark age of empty materialism, More often, 
this diverse survey of yogic gurus and disci- 
ples conveys the serenity gained by renunci- 
ation of earthly desires via prayer, medita- 
tion, charitable works, yoga, and so forth. To 
Fouce’s credit, she’s made an entertaining 
(as well as illuminating) movie about people 
with no use for “entertainment” whatsoever. 
(1:58) Smith Rafael. (Harvey) 

One: The Movie One morning in 2002, Ward 
M. Powers, middle-aged trial lawyer and 
suburban dad, suddenly came up with the 
idea of making a film on the meaning of life 
and how we are all really one. So he rounded 
up his cousin and best friend, and the three 
novices roamed the country, encountering 
people on the street and famous spiritual 
authorities (including Deepak Chopra, Fa- 
ther Thomas Keating, Ram Dass, Barbara 
Marx Hubbard, and Robert Thurman (the 
first American-born Buddhist monk and, 
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more important, Uma’s daddy), all of whom 
were asked a list of 20 questions, such as: 
What happens to you after you die? What is 
heaven? Powers’s approach isn’t much of an 
advance beyond the cabbie who had 
Bertrand Russell in the back and inquired, 
“So, Bertie ... you're a philosopher — what's 
it all about?” One is a perfectly ghastly ex- 
ample of New Age flapdoodle: True profun- 
dity rarely arrives in sound bites, and ex- 
pressing Big Ideas through talking-head pa- 
rades and short-attention-span editing 
guarantees shallow talk. Though it pretends 
to be a spiritual smorgasbord, One is really a 
monster fortune cookie, stuffed with plati- 
tudes, flimflam, and the bloody obvious. 
(1:19) (Amanatullah) 

Pride and Prejudice Like the 12-bar blues 
and the facts of life, we all know how it goes, 
but precisely how do the particulars com- 
pare to our own internal Pride and 
Prejudices as well as, admit it, the definitive 
BBC miniseries with the wet-shirted Colin 
Firth as Mr. Darcy? Here, the crucial roles 
are fairly well filled: As Elizabeth, the 
bruised-eyed Keira Knightley is impish, girl- 
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ish, and toothy, yet twinkly smart. Ape- 
draped MI-5 actor Matthew Macfadyen 
plays Darcy so low-down and subtle that he 
runs the risk of resembling a dot-mouthed 
cartoon, but when the time comes to confess 
his most ardent affections, he steps up and 
fills Firth’s pantaloons, even if he has to 
channel Laurence Olivier’s Heathcliff and 
stomp through the moors in what looks to 
be a bathrobe. Other roles are beautifully 
filled out by Brenda Blethyn, Donald 
Sutherland, Tom Hollander, Judi Dench, and 
Jena Malone. Director Joe Wright favors a 
muddy, frizzy-haired, minimal-makeup nat- 
uralism, reminiscent of ’60s-era reworkings 
of Penguin Classics, complete with zooming 
camera, an emphasis on daylight, pigs’ testi- 
cles, and odd moments of modern-day 
randiness. Did Elizabeth really check out 
Wickham’s ass in the book? (2:08) (Chun) 
The Producers It’s called a moviecal, a 
movie based on a Broadway musical that was 
itself based on a movie. Sure, the concept is a 
skosh crass and cannibalistic, but Mel 
Brooks's bizarre, hilariously funny 1968 film

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couldn't have been better suited for the 
makeover — it’s now a movie based on a 
musical based on a movie about a musical. 
Reprising their stage roles as Max Bialystock 
and Leo Bloom, schemers bent on bilking lit- 
tle old ladies by mounting the worst stage 
production of all time, Nathan Lane and 
Matthew Broderick have honed their shtick 
so well after so many live performances, you 
half expect theaters screening the film to go 
dark on Mondays so they can have a day off. 
Some of the songs may be a little lackluster 
(although the Fiihrer’s big number in Spring- 
time for Hitler, “Heil Myself,” is a standout), 
but this is about comic timing, not show 
tunes. Originally a sharp-witted burlesque of 
spaced-out hippies, pigeon-cuddling Nazis, 
and spats-sporting vaudevillians, The Pro- 
ducers is now a tongue-in-cheek nostalgia 
piece. But, thankfully, it’s one with enough 
sense to ratchet up the fakeness and frivolity 
as far as it will go. Let’s face it, Will Ferrell as 
a nutso Third Reich dandy in lederhosen 


may be wunderbar, but it’s hardly the stuff of 
WW II docs. (2:12) (Devereaux) 

Pulse The Japanese title of Pulse — a star- 
tlingly bleak, apocalyptic thriller made by 
Kiyoshi Kurosawa back in 2001 that is only 
just now enjoying its US theatrical release — 
is Kairo. Kurosawa (Bright Future, Cure, 
Charisma) has long had a penchant for giv- 
ing his oddly off-balance and always un- 
nerving ultramodernist movies extremely 
open-ended titles. In fact, kairo is a Japanese 
term that refers to an electronic circuit, or to 
a kind of quasi-electric connection made 
within the path of life. A movie all about 
undead entities who invade our mortal 
realm through a modem connection that re- 
fuses to log off, Pulse suggests a moral along 
the lines of, “When there’s sno more room on 
the Internet, the dead will surf our minds.” 
The plot begins when cyberdude Taguchi 
doesn’t show up for work at the Sunny Plan- 
et Sales botanical lab; problems begin when 
everyone seems to need the mysterious flop- 
py disc he'd taken home to tinker with the 
night before. Elsewhere, a local college stu- 
dent logs on with a new server and gets a 
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message reading, “Would you like to meet a 
ghost?” You don’t need a copy of Haunted 
Web-browsing for Dummies to see where this 
is going. The ever-escalating creepinesses in 
Kurosawa’s Pulse seems less attuned to the 
nuances of Ring’s lethal videotape paradigm 
than to the sorts of surrealist interior deco- 
rations you might find in a film by David 
Lynch, if not to an altogether non-site-spe- 
cific sense of Japan as a Cronenbergian dead 
zone, where existential isolation has attained 
a critical mass that not even death can dissi- 
pate. (1:50) (Stephens) 

Rent The Broadway-cinema continuum, 
which runs both ways (see: Chicago, Hair- 
spray, and the hall of mirrors that is The Pro- 
ducers), has proved to be a highly lucrative 
alliance. So why does Chris Columbus’s big- 
screen version of Rent —a slickly directed, 
energetically acted operation — feel kind of 
unnecessary right about now? For one thing, 
it’s dated. The play’s vision of Manhattan, 
circa 1990, no longer exists. The cast — 
made up almost entirely of the stars of the 
1996 Tony-winning stage production — is 
also dated, if well-preserved. Had creator 
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Jonathan Larson lived to see Rent flourish, 
it’s possible the big-screen version might 
have been a little different, a little more in- 
novative; as is, it’s an exceptionally faithful 
interpretation. It doesn’t do what Chicago 
did, reimagining and stylizing the source 
material for the big screen; neither does it 
offer the excitement of seeing genuine 
movie stars (the biggest name here is non- 
original-cast-member Rosario Dawson) sin- 
gin’ and dancin’. However, there’s an upside 
to Rent keeping it real, beyond just pleasing 
“Rentheads” near and far. Unlike, say, last 
year’s Phantom of the Opera, Rent’s adher- 
ence to the Broadway cast insures that Lar- 
son’s songs will be interpreted with faithful, 
1-wuz-there-at-the-beginning passion — 
making for some genuinely emotional mo- 
ments. (2:08) (Eddy) 

The Ringer Executive producers Peter and 
Bobby Farrelly continue to redefine the term 
guilty pleasure with their latest affront to 
good taste — this time surreptitiously, 
through director Barry W. Blaustein (Beyond 
the Mat). Johnny Knoxville tones down his 
Jackass-itude approximately 1000 percent to 
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star as titular loser Steve Barker, whose com- 
pulsive-gambler uncle Gary (Brian Cox) 
hoodwinks him into posing as the mentally 
challenged “Jeffy Dahmor” in order to fix 
the Special Olympics. It’s clear from the out- 
set that Steve is just, you know, a nice guy, 
one who's in it for all the right reasons 
(which we won't go into here). But despite 
all the pat “they’re people too” life lessons 
earned, it’s hard to escape the fact that the 
people in question remain mostly the butt of 
the one joke in this admittedly often very 
funny flick. “Since when is “tard politically 
incorrect?” Gary laments incredulously. Um, 
since always. (1:34) (Devereaux) 
Rumor Has It ... The premise of director Rob 
Reiner’s new film is so patently absurd that 
the film — an ordinary romantic-comedy 
by any account — can’t help but ooze with 
frivolity. Sarah Huttinger (Jennifer Aniston) 
as always been the black sheep of her fami- 
ly and is now harboring insecurities about 
marrying good-guy Jeff Daly (Mark Ruffa- 
lo). Her sense of uncertainty explodes upon 
returning home for her sister's wedding 
when she discovers that her feisty grand- 
mother (Shirley MacLaine) and deceased 
mother were the basis for Mrs. Robinson 
and her daughter Elaine in the book and 
film The Graduate. All this gets Sarah won- 
dering whether she might be the result of a 
fling between her mother and Benjamin 
Braddock prototype Beau Burroughs (Kevin 
Costner). An hour later, the film limps to its 
finish. Ruffalo and MacLaine steal some 
laughs, but it’s only because they recognize 
the film’s ridiculousness. Aniston, as usual, is 
a disaster. Will someone please instruct Hol- 
lywood producers not to cast Jen as the odd 
one out? It only encourages her trademark 
pout, and we could all do with less of that. 
(1:37) (Goldberg) 
Sarah Silverman: Jesus Is Magic Is Sarah 
Silverman as racist as she is thin? Why do I 
like Volvic while she loves Fiji? And what 
would Margaret Cho make of unapologetic 
Jesus-killer Silverman and her tiff with Guy 
Aoki? Perhaps it doesn’t matter — Silver- 
man’s new movie consistently shoots sharper 
than Cho’s last effort, partly because Cho is 
reeling off concert films at a frightening rate. 
To be sure, Jesus Is Magic owes a huge mir- 
ror-gazing debt to Sandra Bernhard’s With- 
out You I’m Nothing, though its star may be 
closer to Dory Previn, partly because her 
dance with a black audience isn’t so smart. 
Whatever: There are plenty of ROTFLMAO 
moments here. Faves include her “Can I steal 
you for a minute?” shtick, Holocaust body 
count one-liner (and love of “small” Nazis), 
and just about every parody of piety that she 
launches. One of the framing devices that 
pushes this film over the hour mark —a 
look at show biz competition and vanity, fea- 
turing Silverman’s sis — is funny. The other 
—a series of music sequences — is not. But 
most of the time, Silverman is successful at 
“getting into the psychology” of an audience, 
making them laugh and then spanking them 
for it. (1:12) Smith Rafael. (Huston) 
Shopgirl (1:44) 
= The Squid and the Whale ‘You'd like Kafka 
— one of my predecessors,” onetime literary 
prodigy Bernard (Jeff Daniels) informs eld- 
est son Walt (Jesse Eisenberg), the perfect re- 
flecting-mirror parrot for all Dad’s preten- 
sions. It’s Park Slope, Brooklyn, 1986. Joan 
(Laura Linney) has finally realized that 
being Bernard’s wife — his third — is hard 
labor no one should have to endure in a free 
society, Still, their separation hits 16-year- 
old Walt and 12-year-old Frank (Owen 
Kline) hard, with joint custody splitting loy- - 
alties as well as the week. Frank wisely 
chooses Mom as a more reliable port in a 
storm, while Walt, as usual, seeks shelter 
*neath professorial Dad’s enormous €g0; 
both kids deal with the home-front crisis in 
variably alcoholic, masturbatory, and plagia- 
rizing ways. Noah Baumbach (Mr. Jealousy) 
won awards for both writing ad directing 
at the Sundance Film Festival this past Janu- 
ary, and his film is X-Acto-knife-sharply ob- 
served and acted. Yet one leaves the theater 
as.if leaving a cocktail party where dinner 
was mistakenly expected. The conversation 
is brilliant; the hors d’oeuvres are superb. 
But a slightly dazzled inebriation wears off 
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too soon, leaving the viewer sober and un- 
sated. (1:28) Smith Rafael. (Harvey) 
Syriana Inspired by Robert Baer’s See No 
Evil: The True Story of a Ground Soldier in 
the CIA’s War on Terrorism, Syriana is a gen- 
uinely political thriller, It’s an elaborate fic- 
tion very much in the mode of Traffic, 
writer-director Stephen Gaghan’s last 
screenplay, but better, with a more self-effac- 
ing directorial style and less distracting star 
personalities. A paunched-out, credibly 
weary George Clooney plays CIA agent Bob, 
who facilitates speedy deaths for inconven- 
ient people in the oil-rich Near East. His 
promised final assignment before desk-job 
retirement is to eliminate Prince Nasir 
(Alexander Siddig), an emir’s idealistic heir 
apparent who dares to give new drilling 
rights to the highest bidder — a Chinese 
concern — rather than to a Texas conglom- 
erate. Meanwhile, Washington, DC, attorney 
Bennett Holiday (Jeffrey Wright) is expected 
to provide the Justice Department with 
enough evidence of corruption to punish 
the Texas corporation for some past dealings 
— but not enough to disrupt business as 
usual. American energy analyst Bryan 
Woodman (Matt Damon) becomes a close 
ally of the prince after a tragic accident 
pushes them together. And way down the 
economic totem pole, abruptly fired young 
energy-field grunt workers Wasim (Mazhar 
Munir) and Farooq (Sonnell Dadral) find 
moral enlightenment and some dangerous 
ideological zeal under a fundamentalist re- 
cruiter’s wing. Apart from an occasional 
overblown speech, Syriana is engrossing, in- 
telligent, well acted, and relevant enough to 
be the thinking lefty’s movie of choice this 
holiday season. (2:06) (Harvey) 

A Touch of Spice Like so many other cine- 
matic historians, filmmaker Tassos Boul- 
metis traces a sweeping narrative through 
the lens of a boy’s coming-of-age in his 
semiautobiographical A Touch of Spice. The 
protagonist here is Fanis (Georges Cor- 
raface), a Greek boy who grows up in his 
grandfather’s spice shop before his immedi- 
ate family is deported from Istanbul. Fanis 
grows up an outsider, spurned from his 
country of origin and looked on with suspi- 
cious eyes in Greece. In these difficult cir- 
cumstances he finds himself by channeling 
his grandfather’s folksy culinary philoso- 
phies into his own instinctual cooking style. 
The history here is certainly underreported, 
but the narrative feels overplotted to the 
point of contrivance — between the flash- 
backs and chapters (the film is divided into 
three parts: “appetizers,” “main course,” and 
“desserts”), the film’s excessive segmentation 
is a sure sign of an overstuffed story. As is al- 
ways the case with these sentimental histo- 
ries, the past is draped with cloying lyricism 
and nostalgia. The food looks great, but A 
Touch of Spice needs a bit more kick to be 
swallowed. (1:48) Smith Rafael. (Goldberg) 
Transamerica Good things do happen to 
(some) actors who wait. Felicity Huffman’s 
work in various media was steady but little- 
noticed until Desperate Housewives caused 
instant celebrity. Her new status no doubt 
fanned critical-buzz flames around her very 
solid if unspectacular performance in this 
fairly solid but decidedly unspectacular 
indie drama. She plays Bree, formerly Stan- 
ley, Osbourne, a pre-op MTF transsexual 
who's dowdily Marian the Librarian rather 
than sexily superfemme. On the brink of 
final surgery, the'LA transplant is improba- 
bly told by therapist Elizabeth Pena she 
won't be truly “ready” unless she deals with 
one remnant of masculine life unknown 
until just now: Teenage son Toby (Kevin 
Zegers). Arrested as a prostitute in NYC, he’s 
somehow tracked down Bree as a bail 
source, unaware that, well, she’s his father. 
They wind up making a coast-to-coast 
“transformative journey” that’s uneven and 
anecdotal and funny-sad in fairly pat ways. 
The movie's earnestness reels off balance in 
the third act, when its protagonists meet the 
conservative-Christian parents Bree is es- 
tranged from — with Fionnula Flanagan 
caricaturing the gorgon mother. While Huff- 
man is fine in a role that (especially as cast 
with a woman) can’t help but scream “award 
bait,” Air Bud franchise survivor Zegers is 


equally impressive. Together they anchor a 
film that, as written and directed by Duncan 
Tucker, is pleasant and well-intentioned but 
somewhat pedestrian. (1:43) (Harvey) 
Walk the Line It’s worth mentioning right 
up front that Walk the Line doesn’t really 
shake up the template set down by Ray, the 
recent Elvis miniseries, and any number of 
other true musical tales: Start with a signifi- 
cant childhood event (preferably traumatic) 
to set the tone, then let that sucker echo 
throughout the performer's life. Coscripted 
by director James Mangold (Girl, Interrupt- 
ed) and Gill Dennis and based on two Cash 
autobiographies, Walk the Line leans a bit 
heavily on Cash’s guilt ’n’ grief complex. It 
also relies on lurching transitions that map 
Cash’s creativity in the most literal way pos- 
sible. There’s no doubting Mangold’s rever- 
ence for Cash — though, seriously, everyone 
loves Johnny Cash — but thankfully the 
filmmaker is, at times, able to nudge past 
hero worship and point out that the man 
had some gnarly flaws. Cash’s legend, espe- 
cially when packed into the biopic mold, 
may bea familiar one, but Walk the Line still 
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springs a few surprises. The lead actors are 
outstanding; both Joaquin Phoenix and 
Reese Witherspoon do their own singing 
and strumming. With shiny black pom- 
padour lacquered into place, natural born 
brooder Phoenix eerily mimics Cash’s 
wounded snarl and gravelly voice, while 
Witherspoon — Walk the Line’s stealth 
weapon — turns in a thoughtful, passionate 
performance. (2:16) (Eddy) 

Wolf Creek Australian import Wolf Creek 
finds a perfectly unsettling horror location in 
the country’s vast, sparsely populated out- 
back. This is a place with no cell phone re- 
ception, seemingly no law enforcement, 
beautiful but inhospitable landscapes, and 
potently unfriendly locals. If that doesn’t in- 
trigue you right off the bat, know this: The 
actual events that inspired writer-director 
Greg McLean’s film were called “the Back- 
packer Murders,” an appellation that some- 
how manages to be both stark and horribly 
evocative. Wolf Creek’s fictionalized tourists 
are a pair of Brits, Liz (Cassandra Magrath) 
and Kristy (Kestie Morassi), as well as Aussie 
Ben (Nathan Phillips), who set off in their

hadn't expected a passport check in Zapatista rebel territory, but the 

diminutive compa in the black ski mask wanted to see my identification. 

And he had some bad news: He didn’t think anyone had shown up for 

my friends’ composting toilet workshop. After a five-hour journey 

through pockmarked roads infested with speed bumps, this was dispir- 
iting information. The dust-encrusted, packed-to-overflowing pickup 
truck groaned under the weight of power tools, sacks of beans and vegeta- 
bles, bags of dry cement, and two freshly painted white commodes. String- 
ing up our hammocks, we tried to shrug off the looming possibility of a 
wasted trip. 

In the late 1990s, a number of activist friends of mine headed down to 
the Mexican state of Chiapas to do support work for the Zapatistas, and 
for years my inbox regularly contained e-mails about imminent military 
offensives. It’s been 12 years since an army of masked indigenous fighters 
emerged from the jungle to take a stand against the Mexican government, 
capturing the world’s imagination as they proclaimed their right to land, 
justice, and self-determination. And just this past July it looked like the 
EZLN (Ejército Zapatista de Liberacién Nacional) might resume active 
military engagements. However, tensions diffused, and in November I ac- 
companied two friends to Chiapas as they resumed work in the field. 

One of five EZLN model communities — curiously called caracoles, or 
snails — the town of Roberto Barrios (near Palenque) shows few signs of 
having once been a major conflict zone. Banana trees bend with clusters of 
ripening fruit; vibrant murals animate the walls of open cement-block 
buildings. But just across the river that bisects the main road, the footprint 


of a deserted army base lies hidden under brush and bitter memories. The 
military presence was once the biggest danger to the town; now armed 
paramilitary townspeople constitute the main source of tension. A peace 
camp for human rights observers was constructed in Roberto in 1995, and 
thousands of international supporters have passed through to act as wit- 
nesses and as a buffer against potential violence. During my stay, the shift 
of observers consisted of a dozen chain-smoking Catalan anarchists, who 
busied themselves with women’s literacy classes and tackling an overdue 
cleanup of the popular, well-stocked library. 

Serenaded before dawn by the majestic roar of howler monkeys, we 
awoke to find that three participants had magically appeared for our 
workshop. After a breakfast of beans and hot handmade tortillas, our 
crew set to work clearing brush, trimming lumber, and building cement 
molds for the compost chamber doors. On break from a different work- 
shop, dozens of young educators spilled out of an adjacent building and 
fanned around our work site, the men gazing at the buzzing circular saw 
with undisguised gearhead envy. We worked until the afternoon sun 
made exertion unbearable, and the skeleton, then the skin, of a basic 
wooden restroom slowly materialized. 

Fresh from a nippy river bath, I made my way to the basketball court, 
the lighted center stage of evening activities. Men practiced layups, young 
women dribbled expertly in long, slim skirts and sandals, and adults took 
turns riding circuits on a kid-size bicycle. On the periphery, groups dis- 
cussed the implications of the neoliberal infrastructure project Plan Puebla 
Panama; teenagers giggled in Chol and Tzeltal. A town leader came to tell 
us that the caracol had decided to launch a municipality-wide composting 
toilet project, and we turned in knowing the trip had been worth it. *
